"NO CRUELTY BY ATTENDANTS 


“None of the Inmates Sane—Recom-

ALBANY, May 14.—A plot among the 
inmates of the Matteawan State Asylum 
‘for the Criminal Insane to assassinate 
Supt, Lamb of that institution and the 
first assistant physician is disclosed in a 
Special report made to Gov. Dix by Will- 
4am Church Osborn, the Governor's legal 
@dviser, and Mayor George E. Van Ken- 
mien of Ogdensburg, as special Commis- 
#ioners appointed by the Governor to ex- 

nine into the affairs and management 
‘ef. the State prisons and reformatories. 
_ The plot was hatched by an Italian 
who is confined at Metteawan as a homi- 
oidal paranoiac. In common with the 
Other inmates of the asylum he was ex- 
amined by Dr. Carlos F. MacDonald and 
Dr. Austin Flint, who were engaged by 
the Commissioners to look into the mental 
condition of the insare confined at the 
asylum with a view to ascertaining 
whether the reports that sane persons 
‘were being held prisoners at Matteawan 
‘were well founded. Here is what the 
two alienists have to say with reference 
te the murder plot: 


A Sicilian, who is in our report 
of examigations as a ‘homicidal para- 
nolac,’ me possessed of a revolver and 
@ number of He also had ob- 
tained some strips of iron which he had 
fashioned into ananyen stilettos and 
given to certain other tes. Information 
of this was given to one of the medical 
officers by an inmate who refused examina- 
tion, but was recorded as ‘‘ showing para- 
noid delusions.’’ While not gi absolute 
credit to this revelation, which included a 
story of a plot to murder the Superin- 
tendent and the first assistant physician, 
the physician in charge caus several 
Bearches of the accused to be made at 
certain intervals. Finally a general search 
of the ward was made at an unexpected 
time, and the weapon was found in a bag 
belonging to the Sicilian. 

It had been observed that this man had 
been friendly with some of the most in- 
telligent and troublesome of the homicidal 
inmates. He and the inmate who disclosed 
the all plot were interrogated by us. 
It has thus far, however, been found im- 

ible to ascertain how the man oDtained 
he weapon. His own declarations as to this 
were not,regarded as trustworthy. The man 
now claims that the officials of the hos- 
pital are prejudiced against him, that he is 
sane, and that he should be returned to the 
cotrts for trial, He is now clearly ihsane, 
cunning, plausible, vindictive, irritable, and 
very homicidal]. We believe that the spirit

Made in our presence by a violent paranoiac 
upon an attendant, which illustrates the 
dangers to which attendants, and, indeed. 
the officers of the institution, are exposed 
in the performance of their duties. These 
dzngers are all the more serious, as there 
is an eminently proper rule of the hospital 
which forbids attendants to carry any wea- 
pon or implement of defense; so that they 
must rely entirely on their coolness, judg- 
ment, and physical strength in cases of 
violence by these dangerous and irresponsi- 
ble persons. <A recent murderous attack 
upon the Superintendent by an apparently 
harmless inmate shows that no one in the 
institution, who is brought in contact with 
patients, is free from danger to life or limb. 

It is to be remembered that nearly 46 
per cent. (362) of the inmates were guilty 
of crimes against the person, including 
87 cases of murder in the first degree. In 
the large majority of cases, these offenses 
were committed by paranoiacs suffering 
from delusions of persecution; and all alien- 
ists are agreed that the ‘‘ persecuted para- 
nolac ’’ is the most dangerous of the insane. 
These paranolacs usually present no mental 
deterioration; and they are cunning enough 
to decelve the ordinary observer in regard 
to their mental condition, which may in a 
measure account for the aid they often re- 
ceive from lawyers, courts, and the laity, 
in their efforts to obtain release when con- 
fined in institutions. 

It is easy to understand that in an in- 
stitution which contains 362 insane who 
have committed offenses against the person, 
many of these being homicides, a discipline 
must be maintained much more rigid than 
fs necessary in a civil hospital. The in- 
telligent paranoiacs especially are in a con- 
ition of constant unrest; and even one or 
two leading spirits of their number may 
0 work upon this dangerous element ag to’ 
fender its repression and control extremely 
difficult. 


Under the instruction given them by 
the Commissioners the two alienists so 
directed their examination of the inmates 
as to gain light on the two subjects which 
seem upmost in the minds of the public, 
pamely. whether patients were properly 
_ trea’ and whether there was any truth 
in the allegations that a number of sane 
persons were kept at the hospital without 
due warrant. In addition to the examina- 
tion by the two physicians, the Commis- 
sioners engaged the services of Goodwin 
Brown, who for ten years was a State 
Commissioner in mere, to make a de- 
tailed examination of Matteawan, with 
particular regard to the system of dis- 
cipline and its chmracter as a hospital. 
Commissioner Osborn himself, assisted by 
Mr. Brown, made a personal examination 
of the hospital a week ago yesterday,

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BISHOP INTERDICTS SIX. 


French Catholics In Maine Attacked 
His. Control of Property. 


BIDDEFORD, Me., May 14.—Six mem- 
bers of Roman Catholic churches of Bid- 
deford and Lewiston, all prominent, were 
interdicted by Bishop Louis P. Walsh of 
the Diocese of Portland, in a general let- 
ter to the clergy read at churches here 
and elsewhere in the diocese to-day. The 
action, which is Without precedent in the 
church in this State, follows the intro- 
duction into the last Legislature of a bill 
providing for the abolition of the corpo- 
ration sole of the Portland Diocese, by 
which control of all church property is 
vested in the Bishop. 

This bill, which was backed by a peti- 
tion signed by nearly 600 Roman Catho- 
lics, sought to place the management of 
the property of the church in the hands 
of a Board of Directors. It Agen al 
ly reported to the House, and ove - 
inety aateakull The men mentioned in the 
Bishop’s: decree signed the petition as 
“ members of the Executive Committee of 
the French-American Roman Catholic 
Church of Maine.” They are Godfrey 8. 
Dupre, lawyer; Drs. George Precourt and 
Albert C. Maynard, Albert J. Deland, and 
Alfred Bonneau, editor and publisher of a 
French-American weekly newspaper, all 
of Biddeford, and John B. Couture of 
Lewiston. 

In the letter read in the churches to-day 
it Is announced that these men “ have 
been interdicted the rights and privileges 
of the church in reception of the sacra~- 
ments in the Diocese of Portland,” and 
that the interdict has been decreed be- 
cause of the grave scandal given by their 
various words and acts in a recent attack 
on church authority. Catholic societies 
are warned “ that if they co-operate with 
the above-mentioned parties under inter- 
diction, they will be deprived of their 
rights ana privileges as a Catholic society 
in the Diocese of Portland.” 

The interdict will hold until reparation 
is made. 


BRONX TRUNK SEWER OPEN. 


Sewage of Westchester Towns Now 
Polluting the Hudson, 


newly constructed Bronx Valley 
auot oats which cost $2,500,000, extend- 
ing from White Plains to Mount Vernon 
and Yonkers, was opened for use yester- 
day. <A brick wall, which barred the 
White Plains sewer from the new pipe 
line, was removed, and the sewage of 
that village is now flowing through the 
trunk system. The outlet is in the Hud- 
son .River, near the Leake and Watts’ 
Orphan House. The Government may 
step in, however, and stop the pollution 
of the river. 

The outlet at Yonkers is thirteen feet 
under ‘the water, but it has not been ex- 
tended as far from the shore as planned 
by the commission which had the work 
tn charge. A bill is now pending in the 
Legislature which provides for the re- 
moval of the present Commissioners and 
the appointment of new officials. It also 
directs that an investigation be made of 
the work of the present commission, 
which consists of Mayor John J. Brown 
of White Plains, Congressman John E. 
Andrus of Yonkers, and William A-cher. 
The bill directs that the new Commission- 
efs complete the sewer, and it is be- 
lieved that the opening of the sewer will 
forestall the plan to give the Democrats 
new jobs.

Several automobile accidents were re- 
Ported yesterday. Three cars were over- 
turned and one fell over an embankment 
through a wheel coming off. There were 
few serious injuries. 

About 38:30 yesterday morning ‘a car 
having the license number 25,584, which, 
according to the police, is owned and 
was driven by John Harris of 314 West 
117th Street, was running north at a good 
rate of speed along the New Rochelle 
Road, not far from the Hunter’s Point

The driver did not notice a stump of a 
tree on the Eastern Boulevard and the 
machine ran into it, overturning the car. 
Harris was cayght under the tonneau 
and could not get free. There was a lit- 
tle fire and he feared that he would be 
burned. ‘He called to Mrs. Wright to 
come and help him, but she ran to the 
Hunters’ Island Inn and summoned the 
waiters. They pulled Harris out and 
sent the party home in a taxicab.

Jaslo, at 206 West 12ist Street, and woke 
him. He attended to their hurts and 
they weer all able to go home. Mrs. 
Wright complained that she had lost a 
handbag in which was a considerable 
sum of money, but what she bemoaned 
more was the loss of certain keys to 
strongboxes in which she kept her valu- 
ables. When Mrs. Wright was asked 
last night about the accident she denied 
that she knew anything ‘about it.

FOREST FIRE LOSS $1,000,000. 


Cattle, Lumber, and Farmhouses De- 
stroyed in Pennsylvania. 


RIDGWAY, Penn., May 14. — Forest 
fires in Lycoming, Potter, Cameron, Elk, 
and McKean Counties continue unabat- 
ed to-night. Already the damage is esti- 
mated at over $1,000,000, Weather con- 
ditions are threatening to-night.

FIND PHILIP BAYARD 
DYINGUNDER WINDOW 


Statesman’s Son Either Fell or 
Jumped While a Patient in 
Washington Hospital. 


INJURIES ALONE NOT FATAL 


Death Due Principally to Shock While 
He Was Suffering from Pericarditis 
—No Bones Broken. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 14.—After falling 
or jumping from the third to the second- 
story veranda of the Garfield Hospital 
last evening, Philip Francis Bayard of 
Wilmington, Del., son of Thomas F. Bay- 
ard, once Secretary of State and Ambas- 
sador to Great Britain, died this morning 
without regaining consciousness. 

An autopsy revealed that Mr. Bayard 
suffered from pericarditis and died from 
& shock which broke no bones and would 
hardly have resulted seriously to a man 
of normal health. An inquest will be held 
to-morrow by Coroner Neritt. 

Mr. Bayard recently came to Washing- 
ton from Baltimore, where he had been 
visiting his sister, Mrs. Ellen M. Lewen- 
kaupt of 206 McMechen Street. He 
stopped at 435 Second Street, Southeast, 
until taken to the hospital on Friday 
evening. 

Dr. Taylor B. Dixon had been called in 
the previous Tuesday, but the patient's 
condition became such that the physician 
decided he should be taken to a hospital. 
Two special nurses were engaged to look 
after Mr. Bayard, that he might have 
constant attendance. 

About 8 o'clock last evening the patient 
was left alone for a few moments. Ten 
minutes later it was discovered that he 
was missing from his room on the third 
floor. Searchers then found him on the 
second floor veranda. Whether he 
jumped, fell, or attempted to climb down 
one of the posts is not known. He was 
carried back to his. room, ‘but sank 
rapidly, and at 5:30 o'clock he died. 

Mr. Bayard’s brother, Thomas F. 
Bayard, a lawyer of Wilmington, and his 
sister, Mme. Lewenkaupt, arrived in 
Washington to-day, expecting to have the 
bedy sent immediately to Wilmington for 
burial. As Coroner Nevitt had already 
decided to hold an inquest, they will stay 
until to-morrow, re

WILMINGTON, Del., May 14.—Philip 
Francis Bayard, who was killed In Wash- 
ington to-day by either jumping or fall- 
ing from a window of the Garfield Hos- 
pital, where he was a patient, was the 
youngest son of the late statesman, 
Thomas F. Bayard, of this city. He was 
born thirty-eight years ago at the old 
Bayard homestead here, which has not 
been occupied by the family for many 


years. He had not been in Wilmington 
or several years. 

In 1907 he entered the Consular service, 
being appointed wapaty Consul at Tan- 
gier. He resigned the same year. Since 
then he had been living in Washington, 
where he was a translator. He was also 
a frequent visitor to his sister at her 
home in Baltimore. He will be buried in 
the Bayard ar ¢ vault, beside his fa- 
ther, mother, and several brothers and 
sisters, in old Swedes Cemetery here, on 
Wednesday afternoon. 

Thomas F. Bayard, Chairman of the 
Democratic State Committee and a law- 
yer of Wilmington, went to Washington

WHEELER TO LEAVE YALE. 


Divorced Professor, Mulcted In $100,- 
000 Alimony, Expected to Retire.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., May 14.—Yale 
University officials decline to make any 
statement relative to the standing, as a 
member of the Faculty, of Prof. Henry 
Lord Wheeler, who holds the Chair of 
Organic Chemistry in the Sheffield Sclen- 
tific School, but his friends admit that 
he is not expected to return to the unl- 
versity. There is no rule barring mem- 
bers of the Faculty from retaining their 
chairs after being divorced. Till Prof. 
Wheeler was divorced on Friday no such 
case had arisen. Faoulty members who 
are removed are allowed to retire osten- 
sibly on their own volition and without 
publicity. 

It is stated by Prof. Wheeler’s friends 
that he will not only retire from his pro- 
fessorship at the end of the present 
school year in June, but that he will not 
resume his classes meantime. Recitations 


close May 31, and arrangements have 
been made to place his classroom work 
in other hands for the fortnight which 
remains. 

Prof. Wheeler left this city suddenly 
yesterday, after learning of the Superior 
Court decision mulcting him in $100,000 
alimony in connection with hig divorce 
case. It is supposed that he has gone 
to Chicago, where his property interests 
and relatives are. 

It is believed that he does not intend 
to submit peacefully to the court order 
to pay the sum named. The Connecticut 
rule in assigning alimony is never to de- 
cree a sum greater than one-tenth of the 
wealth of a person.

He Returns Hastily from Harris- 
burg, but Will Go on to Wash- 
ington This Morning. 


ANOTHER NERVOUS ATTACK 


Long IlIness Followed Last One a Year 
Ago—Reported Improved at ‘Mid- 
night—Daughter Summoned. 


Mrs. William H. Taft, wife of the Pres- 
ident, is ill at the home of her brother- 
in-law, Henry W. Taft, at 36 West Forty- 
eighth Street. Ste is said to be suffer- 
ing from a recurrence of a nervous dis- 
order which prostrated her two years 
ago, but according to reports from the 
sickroom at midnight is in no imme- 
diate danger and expects to be able to 
return to Washington in a few days. 
Mrs. Taft is under the care of Dr. Evan 
M. Evans, the family physician of Henry 
W. Taft. 

President Taft hastened here from Har- 
risburg, Penn., last night. It had been 
his intention to go direet to Washington 
from Harrisburg, where he spoke yester- 
day afternoon, but- he wags unwilling to 
return to the capital without seeing Mrs. 
Taft again and learning from the physi- 
clan whether it would be wise for him to 
leave her bedside. 

Upon his arrival here at 10 o'clock last 
night, however, Mrs. Taft's condition had 
improved to such an extent that the 
President will go on to Washington this); 
morning. Mrs. Taft will remain at the} 
home of her brother-in-law for a few 
days. Miss Helen Taft is with her 
mother, having been summoned from 
Washington by telegraph yesterday 
morning. The President’s two sons, Rob- 
ert and Charles Taft, were also notified 
of their mother’s illness, but were told 
not to come here at present, 

President and Mrs. Taft attended the 
dinner of the Academy of Political 
Sciences at the Hotel Astor on Saturday 
night. Mrs. Taft sat through the dinner 
at the table of William M. Ivins. At 11 
o'clock, after President Taft had finished 
speaking, he and his wife left the Astor 
and proceeded at once by automobile to 
the Henry W. Taft home. Mrs. Taft had 
shown no signs of illness at the dinner, 
but had chatted gayly with Mr. and Mrs. 
Ivins and their frienas. 

Shortly after reaching the home of her 
brother-in-law Mrs. Taft became fll. Dr. 
Evans, whose office is at 56 East Fifty- 
fifth Street, was summoned by telephone 
shortly after midnight, and reached the 
Taft home a few minutes later. Dr. Evans 
decided that a trained nurse was ypeces- 
sary, but informed the President that 
that he saw no immediate cause of alarm 
in Mrs. Taft's conditton:~ She tWeeded rest 
and quiet for a few days. 

It had been Mrs. Taft's plan to accom- 
pany her husband to Harrisburg yester- 
day morning, and they had planned to go 
direct from there to Washington last 
night. But in view of Mrs. Taft’s con- 
dition, the President decided to make the 
trip alone, and to come back here be- 
fore going to Washington. He left here 
for Harrisburg at 10:04 o’clock yester- 
day morning in his private car, the Ideal, 
accompanied by his secretary, Charles 
H. Hilles, and his military aid, Major 
Butt. 

The first news of Mrs. Taft's illness 
came in the form of a news bulletin is- 
sued from the President’s private car 
yesterday afternoon as it passed through 
Philadelphia. 

‘Mrs. Taft had a recurrence this morn- 
ing of the nervous trouble which she suf- 
fered two years ago,”’ said the bulletin, 
** but in a less severe form. On account 
of this it is probable she will not return to 
Washington for three or four days. This 
has caused a change in the President's 
plans for the Washington trip, and he will 
return to New York to-night. Dr. Evan 
Evans is in attendance. The President 
probably will return to Washington to- 
morrow, unless there are developments 
that are entirely unlooked for now.” 

When reporters reached the home of 
Henry W. Taft they were told that Mrs. 
Taft was in no danger, and that her con- 
dition had improved. 

“Tam in charge of the case and can 
safely say there is no cause for alarm,” 
said Dr. Evans. ‘“ Mrs, Taft has had a 
slight recurrence of her nervous trouble. 
It is nothing serious, and there is abso- 
lutely no cause for alarm.” 

‘*Mrs. Taft is greatly improved to- 
day,” said Mr. Taft, ‘ and to-night she is 
resting easy. We have the utmost faith 
in Dr. Evans, and he assures us there is 
no cause for alarm.” 

This was shortly before President Taft 
arrived from Harrisburg. Mr. Taft ex- 
lained that the family thought it best to 
fave Miss Helen Taft come here, not be- 
cause her mother was in any danger, but 
because a mother always wants her 
daughter around when indi sed. He 
said that Robert and Charles Taft would 
not be called here unless @ sudden and 
unexpected turn for the worse occurred 
in their mother’s condition. 

Four city detectives were on hand at 
the Pennsylvania Station at 10 o'clock 
last night to meat the President and his 
party. They followed the President in an 
automobile to the Henry W. Taft honse 
and waited there for half an hour, 

Four au‘omobiles waited an hour at the 
Pennsylvania Station for the President's 
party. Gen. Alexander acKenzile of 
Washington was in one of them. He is 
an old friend of the President, and they 
greeted each other warmly. Those who 
saw the President arrive noticed that his 
customary smile was goné He showed 
the worry that he felt. 

It was 11:30 o’clock when the President 
reached his brother's home. A group of 
reporters awaited his arrival, but outside 
of that the street was almost deserted. 

President Taft went immediately to his 
wife's room on one of the upper. floors. 
She was awake when he arrive | and they 
chatted a moment, and the ‘President 
joined his brothers and his daughter in 
mnother room, where @ late dinner was 
served. 

As midnight approached one of the Pres- 
ident’s party came out and read the fol- 
lowing statement, which had been pre- 
pared at Secretary Hilis’s direction: 

“Mrs, Taft is much improved to-night, 
after a steady improveees all day.

“From Madero, his family, and. other 
chiefs of the revolutionists I have had 
a)l manner of consideration,’ he said. “I 
have told Madero if my absence .is creat- 
ing discord to let them have me, as I 
highly appreciate what he has done.” 

Gen. Navarro is endeavoring to per- 
suade the Federal officers under him, 
who broke their parole and ¢ame to El 
Paso after the surrendér, to return to 
Juarez and report to their captors. Some 
Sharp discussions took place to-day be- 
tween one or two of the Federal officers 
and: the General, who upbraided, them 
fer their lack,of honor.

The adobe city offers a great contrast to 
beautiful and modern El Paso. To-night 
this side of the Rio Grande is as dark 
and quiet as the other side is brilliant and

Cabinet Presses Discussion of 
His Resignation, Interrupted 
by News of Juarez Row.

Force of 1,500 Brought In from Morelos 
District—Rumor of 10,000 Reb- 
els In Outskirts.

MEXICO CITY, May 14.—A quiet and 
orderly Sunday has served greatly to 
tranquilize the capital and its alarmed 
inhabitants, both Mexican and foreign. 
Ministers Limantour and Vera Estanol, 
indeed all the Cabinet members, were 
at the National Palace of the Ministries 
allday. A Cabinet Council under Presi- 
dent Diaz at his home in Cadena Street 
was sitting this evening continuing the 
debate on the President’s resignation, 
which was unhappily interrupted last 
night by the exaggerated news of the 
differences between Gen. Madero and 
Gen. Orozco at Juarez. 

The discussion, I have 00d reason 
to believe, will be pushed until the res- 
ignation of Gen. Diaz js an aceom- 
plished fact, or another split in the 
Cabinet is brought about. There is a 
prevailing belief in well informed cir- 
cles that Gen. Diaz's resistance to pub- 
lic opinion on this question is nearing 
the end. 

The fortification of the Central Bank 
was completed to-day. It is the Clear- 
ing House of the Mexican State banks, 
and loopholed as it is and with the 
doors and windows re-enforced with 
steel plates, it will be prepared to en- 
gage to-morrow upon its usual line of 
banking business. The careful and 
comprehensive measures which have 
now been taken by all the large insti- 
tutions here will, it is thought, preven 
any serious demonstrations, certain 
any successful one. The only danger Of 
the situation was in the possibility of 


surprise, which now is out of the ques- 
tion. 


Americans Feared Outbreak. 

The Guadalajara exodus of Amer- 
feans and other foreigners, it appears, 
was caused by the manifest hostility 
of a large section of the population of 
that place, though no overt act was 
committed. 

There is not the slightest indication 
of anti-foreign or, more especially, 
anti-American feeling in this city, and 
yet away down in many Mexican hearts 
there is a fear and dread that their 
national integrity is in danger. 

A Mexican gentleman, for whom, like 
every one else, I have great respect, 
told me this afternoon that he might 
be wrong, that he might and probably 
would be ashamed of it in the morning, 
but he felt sure that if the news came 
that American troops had crossed the 
frontier and invaded the sacred soil of 
his country, he would, by uncontrolla- 
ble impulse, find himself, with all of 
his education and civilization, joining 
the ignorant mob which, he assured me, 
would attack the American Legation 
immediately. 

Report of Advance on Capital. 

Of the rumors which have some sub- 
stance, I chronicle without any per- 
sonal opinion one that 10,000 insurgent 
troops have arrived from the south and 
are now camped on and near Awasco 
; Mountain, only a few miles outside and 
above the city. This is the mountain 
one sees so clearly, which makes such 
a beautiful picture looking down Bu- 
carrellt Street. I have looked down the 
street for some time now with a strong 
field-glass and have seen no sign that 
the mountain is occupied. 

It is, however, certain that several 
military trains have come from the 
Cuernavaca and Morelos line, bringing 
with them about 1,500 Federal sol- 
diers. They may be yielding before the 
advance of Gen, Figueroa, or they may

capital garrison during a few anxious 
hours. 

The garrison, now reinforced, of 
Belem prison, were busy as bees all 
yesterday.

ing considered to restore peace. An at- 
tendant, however, brought in an extra 
telling of the quarrel at Juarez, and the 
meeting adjourned, while the drawn 
faces of the Ministers lightened with, a 
hope that has been absent for weeks. 
Gen. Orozco has cheated the revolu- 
tion out of-its greatest victory. It will) 
take the fall of Chihuahua or an| 
equally important place to regain the/| 
lost influence. ‘With so many evidences ! 
of the loosegess of the rebel organiza- 
tion, each day is seeing more people 
convinced that ‘even a bad Govern- 
ment is better than no Government.” 


Now Think Madero Is Weak. 


The people are beginning to remem- 
ber that Gen. Madero was unknown to 
the people generally in Mexico before 
the last campaign, despite his millions. 
His deeds were not of the kind that 
gave him standing even in his own 
precinct. The conservative public are 
recalling his Oaxaca speech, when he 
asked the peons to vote for him in or- 
der that they might wear plug hats| 
and Prince Albert coats, as he did. 

The conviction. is growing that a! 
weak man accidentally adopted a course 
of policy just at a time when an out- 
burst of public opinion found it the line 
of least resistance and carried the lead- 
er inté a sphere far beyond his capa- 
bilities. 

The good from the Maderist move- 
ment has been acomplished. Many 
think that the Government, forced to} 
the very point of collapse, will now be! 
glad to follow the reform programme 
scrupulously, which will be far better 
than any present attempt at a change. 


Looking for a New Leader. 


While Gen. Madero’s prestige has 
been injured, the country is ripe to 
follow any leader the situation may 
develop who may show the strength | 
and judgment to handle the situation. 
As yet ‘the revolution has developed 
no such character, and much danger 
lies in the possibility that the fac- 
tions in the different sections of the 
country will develop men with rival 
ambitions to be the Chief Executive 
This has been the case in former revo- 
lutionary periods, and the factional 
strife has continued indefinitely until a 
man strong enough to dominate all has 
developed. 

Despite the energetic action on the 
part of the United States to still the 
belief that it will interfere, the con- 
sensus of opinion among the foreigners 
of all nations is that an American pro- 
tectorate will be necessary before com- 
plete tranquillity will be restored. This 
reasoning is based on the fact that 
after thirty years of peace in which to 
found a stable Government under the 
direction of a man of most decided 
ability, the whole faoric is torn down 
and the Government forced to a piti- 
able plight in less than five months of 
revolution, and no better opportunity 
for stability will ever be offered. 

Merchants here take a pessimistic 
view of the situation. New goods are 
being purchased sparingly because of 
fear of a prolonged struggle. 


Plan for Division of Land. 


A favorable impression has been cre- 
ated by the introduction of a bill for the 
division of the rural estates in the 
Chamber of Deputies yesterday. The 
bill provides for the purchase of large 
tracts of land in each district by the 
Government, which are to be offered 
for sale to persons who will agree to 
farm for themselves. The terms are to 
be easy, and arrangements for irriga- 
tion, roadways, and titles are amply 
covered. 

While objection is bound to be raised 
to some articles, as a whole the bill 
meets the requirements of the situation 
far better than any one expected and is 
a tribute to the ability of the new Min- 
ister of Public Works and Agriculture, 
Seflor Marroquin. The bill received its 
first reading yesterday, and will come 
up again to-morrow. 

A general housecleaning is taking 
place in the Department of Justice. 
Practically every employe has resigned 
this week and new appointments will 
change a majority of the personnel in 
the department. 

Due to the unsettled conditions, the 
auction Saturday on the Mining Board 
of Trade was suspended. Yesterday’s 
reports from the interior show the same 
long list of towns captured by wander- 
ing rebel bands and the same lst of 
atrocities. There is a general increase 
in the alarm over the prevailing con- 
ditions tending more and more toward 
anarchy and the rule of might. One 
leader of the Vera Cruz band has the 
novel idea of visiting as many unde- 
fended towns as possible. He then calls 
an election and has new officers nom- 
inated and a ballot taken during the 
few hours of his stay. These officials, 
with the understanding that they rep- 
resent the provisional Government, are 
left in charge. The plan seems to be 
working well. The people are pleased 
at the use of the ballot and the fairness 
of the elections. Even old officials are 
allowed to nominate the candidates and 
vote for them. 

The conditions at Port Vera Cruz are 
growing worse. The rebels hold San 
Miguel, eight miles away, with less 
than a hundred soldiers. Vera Cruz 
gunboats in the harbor are useless, and 
could not fire on the rebels on account 
of the damage to the town. 

The territory tributary to Tehuante- 
pec along the National Railway is tran- 
quil. Guadalajara fears an attack, and 
the merchants have voted that the city 
should be surrendered if the rebel band 
should be stronger than the garrison, to 
prevent loss of life of non-combatants, 
the damage of property, and the danger 
of looting following the defeat of the 
garrison. Guadalajara is the second 
city in size in the country. Temax, Yu- 
catan, reports a strong revolutionary 
movement. The Puebla situation is 
daily growing worse. -Work on remod- 
eling the historic fortifications on the 
hills of Loreto and Guadalupe is being 
pushed rapidly. The objection of the 
populace to allowing the siege of the 
city may cause an uprising against the 
Government forces within the city in 
case. they insist on making a stand 
within the city itself. 

The tenseness of the situation in this 
city is illustrated by the result of the 
rumors of a demonstration. Yesterday 
the alarm became very general. Peo< 
ple of all classes crowded the groceries 
and markets, laying in supplies. Chick- 
ens went up to $4 each, and other

We have feared that 
thugs would not merely take our property 
but add murder to their crimes. The City 
of Mexico before I left had heard of the 
fall of Juarez.

Assemblyman Edwin 8S. Merritt, Jr., of 
St. Lawrence County. has notified the 
Association for the Protection of the 
Adirondacks that he is willing to drop 
his proposal ‘for such an amendment to 
the Constitution as would tntow open 
the lands of the forest reserve for the 
storage of water and the construction of 
dams at the discretion of the Legisla- 
ture. He has agreed to accept the limi- 
tations on Such use of the reserve lands 
as is provided in a resolution introduced 
by Senator George B. Burd of Buffalo. 

This resolution provides that not more 
than 83 per cent. of the forest reserve lands 
may be taken for the construction and 


maintenance of reservoirs for municipal 
water supply, for the canals of the State, 
or to regulate the flow of the streams. 
Moreover whatever reservoirs are con- 
structed shall always be 
owned, and operated by the State, and 
the beneficiaries must pay a reasonable 
sum to recompense the State. This con- 
current resolution has already been ap- 
proved by the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee. 

It will amend Article 7, Section 7 of 
the State Constitutiow, which took effect 
on Jan. 1, 1895, and reads: 

The lands of the State now owned or here- 
after acquired, constituting the Forest Re- 
serve, as now fixed by law, shal! be for- 
ever kept as wild lands, They shall not be 
leased, sold, or exchanged or taken by any 
corporation, public or private, nor shall the 
timber thereon be sold, removed, or de- 
stroyed. 

Since this was adopted there have been 
many attempts to amend it. Mr. Merritt's 
consent to the substitution of Senator 
Burd’s resolution is hailed by the Associ- 
ation for the Protection of the Adiron- 
dacks as a great triumph. 


PARKER LITIGATION TO END. 


Mrs. Parker’s Death Likely to End All 
the Domestic Litigation. 


The death of Mrs. Jane Hume Parker 
in Geneva, Switzerland, on Friday, it was 
said yesterday, will end the litigation 
which has been going on between ier 
and her former husband, John Aliey 
Parker, a banker, Mrs. Edith Moser Ellis 
of 65 West Fifty-fourth Street and Sam- 
uel B. Ellis of Philadelphia. 

Mrs. Parker brought suit for divorce 


against her husband in December, 1909, 
naming Mrs. Ellis as co-respondent, and 
he brought a counter action for divorce, 
naming Ernest A. Odenega,. a Vienna 
musician. On Dec, 29 Mrs. Ellis had Mrs. 
Parker arrested on the charges of crimi- 
nal libel and perjury, and she was held 
on both charges. Judge Hendrick by 
writ of habeas corpus had her released 
from the first charge on the ground that 
the statments made regarding Mrs. Ellis 
were privileged, and on the second charg: 
the Grand Jury refused to indict. 

Mr. Parker got his divorce by default 
on March 6 while Mrs. Parker was ill 
in Geneva and her lawyer was waiting 
for an affidavit from her to take before 
Justice Neuburger to open the default 
on the ground that there was sufficient 
evidence to overthrow the judgment ob- 
tained against her, when the report of 
her death reached this city. 

In the meantime Mrs. Ellis brought 
suit for divorce against her husband and 
obtained a decree, and he is suing Parker 
for $200,000 damages for the alienation 
of his wife’s affections.

are the insane in other State hospitals. 
They believe that in following this plan a 
larger proportion of cures will result, and

suspicion of the management of the insti- 
tution will be relieved. They therefore rec- 
ommend that the insane persons now sub- 
ject to a prison term in the Matteawan State 
Hospital be transferred to Dannemora. 
proper provision belng made, and that the 
law be so amended that the Matteawan 
Hospital shall be put under the jurisdic- 
tion of the State Commission in Lunacy. 
From personal inspection, from the re- 
ports of Messrs. Brown, MacDonald, and 
Flint, and from the outcome of the inves- 
tigation conducted by the District) Attorney 
of Dutchesa_County your Commissioners are 
satisfied that no unusual conditions of vio- 
lence or depravity exist in this institution, 
and that no patients are detained therein 
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who are in such condition of sanity as to 
require their discharge, beyond the usual 
time needed to determine: whether the con- 
ditions in each case justify such action. 
The examination of the experts shows that 
approximately the usual number of patients 
are in a condition making them ready for 
discharge, and when such is the case a 
discharge follows. 


Little Restraint Used.

The inmates are, however, allowed much 
less freedom on the wards and in the 
grounds than is the «case elsewhere. NO 
punishments are used in the hospital and 
the attendants are not provided with any 
method of restraint of. patients except the 
use of such force as is‘ necessary to pre- 
vent violence upon the wards and between 
the patients. 

Your Commissioners find that the medical 
care is somewhat less systematic and 
less scientific than that in the State hos- 
pital system, and believe that by trans- 
ferring the institution to the Commission 
in Lunacy, needed reforms in this respect 
will follow.

The alienists in their report to the Com- 
missioners make these suggestions : 


1. A certain number of harmless dements, 
who are able to do some work and do not 
require the strict discipline to which all 
patients are subjected, might be removed 
from the building and segregated in a de- 
tached building outside of the hospital in- 
closure. This would, in a measure, relieve 
the present congestion of the wards. 

2. Under the insanity law, all female 
convicts becoming insane while undergoing 
semience are sent: to Matteawan. It would 
be for the good of this institution if, at the 
least, female convicts becoming insane while 
undergoing sentence of more than one year 
should be sent to the Dannemora State 
Hospital, the same as male convicts. The 
mixing of old convicts with those indicted 
for a misdeameanor or undergoing sentence 
of one year or less is not desirable. 

3. A careful review.of the personnel of 
the hospital might result in the transfer 
of a few inmates to other Institutions or 
possibly to the care of friends. Such an 
investigation we did not attempt; and, in- 
deed, it was beyond the scope of our in- 
structions. It is but fair to the hospita! to 
say that in no instance did we find an in- 
mate wrongfully detained or one subjected 
to inhuman or improper treatment at the 
hands of officers or attendants. 

The report of the alienists is voluminous. 
{It contains a complete record of the ex- 
amination of each of the inmates. Every- 
}thing said or done during the examina- 
; tions was taken down by a stenographer, 
iand this record has been preserved.

Most Factory Mishaps Occur on Satur- 
day or Monday, Is Demonstrated 
by Manufacturers’ Exhibition. 


The experience of several large manu- 
facturing plants in the prevention of in- 
dustrial accidents and results of research 
that has been carried on in Germany for 
the last twenty-five years haye been set 
forth for the benefit of the members of 
the National Association of Manufactur- 
ers, which will begin its annual conven- 
tion to-day in ‘the Waldorf. In a large 
room adjoining the convention hall ,are 
displayed photographs of safety devices, 
actually in use in manufacturing. plants, 
and charts showing the industries par- 
ticularly subject to these mishaps, the 
hours of the day and the day of the 
week on which most accidents occur, be- 
ing shown also. 
It has been brought out by the Ger- 
man statistics that agriculture suffers far 
more from accidents than any other oc- 
cupation. Of the total number of mis- 
haps resulting in temporary disability, 45 
per cent. occur in agriculture, 9 each in 
iron and steel trades and in building op- 
erations, and 8% per cent. In mining. It 
is explained that it is natural that the 
agricultural laborer should be especially 
subject to accident, for he has. to handle 
teams, machinery, and explosives, and. is 
too much a jack-of-all-trades to be skilled 
in any one.

Company. Shoemaker declined to sign 
the residence telephone contract present- 
ed because the charge demanded (the 
regular Washington rates) was material- 
ly higher than paid for the same service 
| by twenty-seven neighbors in Drummond, 
oid subscribers who had contracted with 
the company when it operated the now- 
abandoned exchange at Drummond. 

The complainant. maintained that the 
rate was unlawful and discriminatory, 
but did not aver unreasonableness. Tho 
commission upheld .his attitude as “ en- 
rely sound.”’ It held: 

“The contracts between old subscrib- 
erg and the defendant, even though valid 
when made, cannot, after Congress has 
undertaken to regulate the rates and

CONCORD, N. H., May 14.—In a tele- 
gram addressed ‘to Senator J. H. Gal- 
linger to-night former Gov.

Bachelder, Master of the National Grange, 
protests against recent remarks of Sena- 
tor W. J. Stone of Missouri in the Senate 
committee hearings on the Reciprocity 
bill, and suggests that the relations of 
the American Newspaper Publishers’ As- 
sociation with the reciprocity movement 
be investigated.

PLAN TO PROTECT WORKERS. 


New Street Proposed in Queens to Do 
Away with Danger from Trains. 


To protect the several thousand men 
and women employed in the factories 
along Newtown Creek in the vicinity of 
Blissville, Laurel Hill, and Belin, and 
reduce the death rate on a stretch of 
track of the Long Island Railroad which 
has earned the name of ‘Dead Man's 
Curve,” owing to the number of work- 
men killed there by trains, plans are 
under way for the building of a new 
thoroughfare, to be known as Creek 
Street. 

The proposed highway is to run along 
the margin of Newtown Creek on the 
Queens side. To build the street, in some 
places it will be necessary to extend the 
ulkhead line on the Queens ‘side, fill in 
the creek for the required width, and 
dredge off a corresponding width on the 
Brooklyn side, thus keeping the creek the 
same width es it is now. This will cut 
off several iarge factories whose plants 
take up the intervening land between 
the railroad tracks and the wharves on 
the creek front. They oppose the plan, 
= it will deprive them of their water 
ront. 

Opposition is also met with by owners 
of waterfront on the Brooklyn side of 
the creek,; who don't want to lose any 
of their land by having it cut off to 
make up for the narrowing of the creek 
on the Queens side. 

According to statistical reports, New- 
town Creek carries the largest yearly 
tonnage of any similar waterway in the 
world, and yet complaint is made that 
Congress has repeatedly refused appro- 
riations for its improvement, Represen- 
atives from inland States being of the 
opinion that, as it is simply an inconse- 

uential creek, hence an effort is on 
oot to change the name to Nassau River.

“I think,” said the President, “ some 
persons have gone to the extreme of 
holding that there ought to be no com- 
binations of Government employes per- 
mitted. I think, however, that in all 
governments, and I have given some 
examination to the subject, the Govern- 
ment employes are permitted to combine 
and have associations for their better- 
ment, out the proposition now is that 
such combinaticns should be aNowed to 
affiliate with trades union orgamizations 
made up of the employes of private em- 
ployers, and to use the same methods 
in securing better terms of employment 
that are recognized as lawful and justi- 
fiable in the ordinary trades union; in 
other words, that it is entirely proper 
for combinations of postal employes and 
others to combine In an association to 
affiliate with the American Federation 
of Labor, and then to hold in reserve as 
an instrument for enforcing their claims, 
presented to Congress for increased cam- 
pensation or the betterment of terms in 
other respects, the boycott and the strike, 
which are instruments recognized by the 
American Federation of Labor and sup- 
ported and fustified by it when used by 
the trades unions affiliated in such Fed- 
eration. 

“This presents a very serious question, 
and one, which if decided in favor of the 
right of Government employes to strike 
and use the boycott, will be full of danger 
to the Government and the republic. 

“The Government employes of France 
resorted to it and took the Government by 
the throat. The executive was entirely 
dependent upon these employes for its 
continuance, 

“When those in executive authority re- 
fused to uiesce in the demands the 
Government employes struck, and then 
with the helplessness of the Government 
and the destruction of all authority and 
the choking of Government activities it 
was seen that to allow Government em- 
ployes to use such an instrument Was to 
recognize revolution as a lawful means of 
securing an increase in compensation for 
one class, and that a privileged class, at 
the expense of all the public. 

**I do not think that reasonable minded 
trades union men who are fully alive to 
the necessity for vigorous means to en- 
force their rights in their controversies 
with capital and with their employers 
will fail to see the broad difference that 
exists between their case, in which they 
are contending for the betterment of their 
livelihood against the naturally selfish 
motives of their employers, and that of 
the class of Government employes who 
are privileged not only in the amount of 
their compensation, the less number of 
hours of their a and the great- 
er permanency of tenure, and who serve 
the Government of all the people, the very 
existence of which will be threatened 
should they combine together to quit the 
Government service all at once, and para- 
lyze the benefit, and the equal benefits, 
that that Government is properly sup- 
posed and held to confer upon the people 
at large. 

“It is Mkely that this question is going 
to be made an issue in Congress, and it 
calls for the most earnest consideration. 

“ The Government employes are a privl- 
leged class whose work is necessary to 
carry on the Government and upon whose 
entry into the Government service it is 
entirely reasonable to impose conditions 
that should not be and ought not be im- 
posed upon those who serve private em- 
ployers.” 

The President was welcomed to the cit; 
by Mayor Meals in a brief address, an 
then €ongressman Olmsted discussed re- 
cent bills in Congress affecting labor. 
When the President had finished speak- 
ing he was escorted to the residence of 
Congressman Olmsted by the Governor's 
troop and a detachnrent of State police 
from Pottsville.

He was 
repeatedly cheered, and when the train 
left the station crowds lining bridges and 
railroad tracks waved him farewel!.

WIRELESS FOR POLE REGION. 


Norway Plans Applying System Over 
a Wide Arctic Area. — 


CHRISTIANIA, Friday, May 5.—The 
Norwegian Government has taken up the 
adaptation of wireless telegraphy to the 
Peculiar geographic conditions of the 
northern lands. Central radiograph sta- 
tions are to be established at Christiania, 
Mandal, Bergen, and Hammerfest. which 
will give communication by wireless over 
a wide area. Norway will be kept in 
touch onthe south with the coasts of 
Denmark, Germany, and Holland, on the 
west with England and Scotland, and on 
the east with Russia. 

Most novel of the features of the new 
system will be constant communication 
with polar waters through stations at 


Hammerfest and Spitzbergen. Two wire- 
less stations will be established on the 
coast of Spitzbergen manned by a staff 
of twenty-five men, who will spend the 
long arctic Winters on the island. The 
first reports from polar expeditions may 
in future be transmitted to the world by 
this route. Incidentally, communication 
with whaling and fishing vessels, as well 
as tourist ships in Summer, is expected. 


NO MASSACRE AT KIEV. 


Panicky Feellng Because of Rumors, 
but Day Passes Without Disturbance. 


KIEV, Russia, May 14.—Notwithstahd- 
ing the rumors current yesterday of a 
threatened massacre of Jews on Sunday 
perfect quiet reigned im Kiev to-day. 
The rumors gave rise to much unrest and 
a@ panicky feeling, but as the day passed 
without disorders of any kind appre- 
hensions were gradually allayed. 

In order to be prepared for emergen- 
cies, however, the Government issued a 


proclamation calling for order and de- 
claring that it would vigorously sup- 
press any untoward acts. but the precau- 
tionary measures of holding the police in 
| readiness for trouble apparently were un- 
necessary.

Attempt to Follow Him In Death Falls 
—She Will Be in Court To-day— 
Suicide Theory Supported. 


The young woman who has been known 
as Alta Marhevka, but whose real name 
is Ida Rosenthal, and who attempted 
suicide early Saturday morning following 
the death of her employer, Dr. W. R. C. 
Latson, says that she deeply regrets hav- 
ing tried to take her own life. 

“T realize now that it was the most 
foolish act of my life,” she said yester- 
day in the presence of a policeman~at 
the Washington Heights Hospital, where 
she was taken after the police broke 
down a bathroom door in the apartments 
of John Washington, at 3,671 Broadway, 
and fouhd her unconscious from illumi- 
nating gas. 

Miss Rosenthal, who was Dr. Latson’s 
secretary and who attempted suicide be- 
cause she raid Dr. Latson’s spirit had 
appeared and asked her to follow him 
into the next land, has almost recovered. 
The doctors say she will probably be able 
to leave the hospital to-day and appear 
before Magistrate Herbert in the Harlem 
Court to answer a charge of attempting 
suicide. The young woman will prob- 
ably be committed to Bellevue Hospital 
for observation, and, if found to be sane, 
she will either be taken in charge by her 
father, Samuel Rosenthal, of 60 East 
110th Street, or by Mr. and Mrs. Harry 
D. Gue of Brooklyn, friends of the late 
Dr. Latson. 

The life history of Misa Rosenthal was 
| learned yesterday when her father and 
j}her sister, Mrs. Rebecca Cohen, were 
located at GO East 110th Street. From 
— it was learned that Miss Rosenttal 
changed her name about a year ago 
when she renounced the Jewish faith and 
embraced the strange views of Dr. Lat- 
son, under whgse influence, her family 
says, she fell Mearly six years ago. 

Miss Rosenthal, who is now about 20 
years old, came here from Russia with 
her father and sister Rebecca when Ida 
was a child. They lived for several years 
jin the lower East Side, and Ida attended 
| Public School No. 62, Ludiow and Or- 
| chard Streets. She was graduated when 


13 years old and was the valedictorian 
‘of her class. 

Shortly afterward she took up settle- 
,;ment work, attending the lectures at the 
| Recreation Rooms at 186 Chrystie Street. 
|} It was there she met Dr. Latson about 
|six years ago when he was a lecturer 
{on health themes. The doctor became 
interested tn her and they met frequent- 
lly. Ida's family say they had the high- 
‘est regard for Dr. tson at that time. 
He told them that Ida, with her ambi- 
tion, ‘her intelligence, and her winning 
ways had a bright future, and he asked 
permission to teach her. She made fre- 
quent visits to Dr. Latson’s office and 
beean to study nursing. 

It was not until a year ago that Mr. 
Rosenthal and Mrs. Cohen lost faith in 
Dr. Latson. Ida had been a devout mem- 
| ber of the Jewish Church, but about that 
|} time she gave up her religion. Just what 
| her religious views were, her family say, 
}they do not know, further than what 
jthey have read in the newspapers since 
Dr. Latson's death. 

A year ago Ida tol4 her sister that Dr. 
'Latson had predicted a great future for 
her as a writer and lecturer. She was 
then assisting him jin writing editorials 
for the magazine ealth ulture, of 
which Dr. Latson was an editor. 

Then Mrs. Cohen and her father learned 
| that Ida had forsaken the Jewish faith, 
{and until Saturday they had heard noth- 
jing from her. About a week before the 
}tragedy they discussed the adivsability 
. of .getting the police to look for Ida and 
Dr. Latson, but Mr, Rosenthal was averse 


to this. 

“My sister 1s a good girl.” sald Mrs. 
Cohen yesterday, ‘“ She is an honest girl. 
| All these lies. they have printed about my 
sister have nearly broken mv heart. 
Sometimes when I read all the lies I feel 
like killing myself. And my father suf- 
fers terribly from it all 

“ Whatever you say about my sister, 
please say that she is honest. She has 
never told a lie, and she never will. What 
hes been done fs done, and I am sure 
that Ida will never again try to take 
her own life. She will return to her re- 
ligion, I know, and all will be well.”

AGRICULTURISTS MEET. 


International “Assembly Elects Con- 
gressman Foster Vice President. 


ROME, May 14.—The General Assembly 
of the International Institute of Agri- 
culture met to-day. fignor Rainer!, Min- 
ister of Agriculture in the Luzzatti Cabi- 
net, was elected President and David J. 
Foster of Vermont, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee of Foreign Affairs of the American 
House of Representatives, Vice President. 
Four commissions were appointed, Victor 
H. Olmsted, Chief of the Bureau of Sta- 
tistics of the Department of Agriculture, 
being named as Vice President of the 
Commission on Statistics. 

King Victor Emmanuel visited the insti- 
tute in the afternoon and received the del- 
egates. He congratulated the Americans 
on their representative delegation, which 
includes, besides Mr. ‘Foster and Mr. Olm- 
sted, David Lubin of California, the per- 
manent representative of the _ United 
States at the institute; Charles F. Scott 
of Kansas, Chairman of the Committee 
of Agriculture of the House of Repre- 
sentatives E. Dana Durand, Director of 
the Census of the United States, and Mr. 
Champlin of Boston. 

The programme of the General Assembly 
embraces the organizatiom of an inter- 
national agricultural meteorological serv- 
ice with the object of issuing warnings 
of atmospheric disturbances 'ikely to dam- 
age crops, the protection of birds useful 
to agriculture, measures for combating 
plant diseases, improvement in statistical 
records of exports and imports. and a uni- 
form method of crop reporting. 


NAVY UNFIT AS REVOLT NEARS 


Halti Faces a Revolution, with Her 
Warships Crippled, 


KINGSTON, Jamaica, May 14.—In spite 


of the threatened revolution In Haiti, the 
Government of that republic has been 
compelled to send two warships here for 
general repairs. The entire Haitien Navy 
is reported to be in a crippled condition, 
and the disaffection among the sailors 
has been serious ever since the blowing 
up of the gunboat La Liberte last Octo- 
ber.

In this city especially the records of the 
various relief organizations show a tre- 
mendous increase of homelessness and 
vagrancy within the past twelve months. 
Our own. figures show that in the six 
months up to the end of March last we 
had over 18,000 applications from home- 
less men, as compared with 12,000 in the 
same length of time in 1910, an increase 
of 60 per cent.

Jewelere Scek to Prevent Fraudulent 
Use of the Word “ Synthetic.” 


Maiden Lane jewelers have been asked 
recently to join with British jewelers in 
a new effort to expose and eliminate 
frauds in the sale of sham gems. The 
French and German jewelers have already 
obtained legislation to protect the trade 
and the public from deception. 

Included in communications on the sub- 
ject are letters from Prof: Verneuil of 
Paris, the inventor of the processes used in 


making synthetic rubies and sapphires,: 


declaring that the only synthetic: stones 
used in the trade are the red ruby and 
the white and blue sapphire. 

Much higher prices are obtained for syn- 
thetic stones than for any other kind of 
imitations, and so dishonest dealers are 
selling so-called synthetic. emeralds, 
pearls, and other gems that the chemists 
haye not yet succeeded in maktng, but 


— are imitated in a cheap way with 
paste. 

Among the signs that have actually 
been used, and which are declared to be 
fraudulent, are the following, copied from 
store windows in several cities: 

Pearls, emeralds, rubies, and sapphires, 
exactly I'ke the earth-born stones; nA only 
difference is that they were created in 
man’s laboratory instead of in nature's. 

Pearls, sapphires, rubies, and emeralds 
produced by secret process. They possess 
the same ,qualities of sheen, luster, and 
mild radiance of the natural stones and 
are positively indistinguishable from those 
costing fabulous sums. The only differ- 
ence is one of sentiment. 4 

Synthetic diamonds possess the same 
specific gravity, density, and durability 
and luster of the best-mined diamonds and 
defy experts’ tests, at one-fifth the cost. 
Prof. Verneuil writes that certain sa- 

vants in Paris have reproduced the emer- 
ald artificially, but some of the qualities 
of the natural gems are lacking, and the 
crystals have never reached the dimen- 
sions necessary for their use in jewelry. 

Synthetic or fused pearls, he says, are 
impossible. As to the. supposed synthetic 
diamonds, the professor says that they 
have been made only in microscopic size 
and at enormous cost, so they cannot pos- 
sibly be used in jewelry. 

A new trick is to cut the synthetic 
white op ogo in the shapes of brilliants 
and sell them as synthetic diamonds. 

The British jewelers propose that some- 
thing be done to prevent dealers from 

— the word “ synthetic ”’ or any simi- 
lar term except in connection with the 
rubies and sapphires. Even the synthetic 
rubies and sapphires, the jewelers say, 
can readily be distin 
natural stones. The

ratory products are superior to those of 
many of the natural gems, and yet, they 
say, the public is turnin 
products, even in rubies, 
which the laboratories 
greatest success.

Detectives Hunting for Dr. Mor-: 


timer M. Harriss for Some 
Shady Transactions, 


COLLECTORS ON HIS TRAIL 


Well-Known Figure at Restaurants and 
Hotels Along Broadway Until Hie 
Disappearance In December, 


Dr. Mortimer M. Harriss, who is being 
sought by the police of Winnipeg on a 
charge of obtaining money with worthless 
checks, and whose victims are said to 
number 100 or more, is also wanted here 
for several questionable transactions, it 
was learned yesterday. He is known in 
shipping circles and among the hotels of 
this city, and according to some of his 
acquaintances here the young man blos- 
somed out as a “frenzied financier” 
along Broadway several months ago be- 
fore. changing. his base of operations to 


Winnipeg. 
Harriss was for a while employed by 


the Ward Line as a ship’s surgeon. He 
was attached to the Seguranca, plying 
between here and Havana. While in this 
service Dr. Harriss made many friends 
among the passengers. He got in 
trouble here last December, although the 
story did not come out until yesterday, 
following the publication of a dispatch in 
Tum Times from Winnipeg telling of & 


warrant Having been issued there for his 
arrest. hat terminated his connection 
with the Ward Line. 

Engaging manners and faultless dress 
made Harriss a familiar figure along 
Broadway. He was a frequenter of the 
best-known restaurants between Thirty- 
fifth and Fifty-ninth Streets, and was on 
friendly terms with at least half a dozen 
music hall stars. He lived in fine style 
at the Marie Antoinette, where he was 
quick to make friends, and the hotel man- 
agement said yesterday that it was not 
until he had left the hotel early in De- 
cember that it was learned he was being 
sought by collectors and detectives. 

Harriss appeared last at the Marie An- 
toinette on Dec. 6, registered, and was as- 
signed to his customary room. He told 
the hotel manager that he had just got 
back from Havana on the Seguranca, and 
was thinking of leaving the Ward Line 
and turning to other fields of endeavor, 
The next day he left. 

On the day after his departure a detect- 
ive called and wanted to see him. The 
detective was followed by a procession of 
bill collectors, process servers, and other 
sleuths. It was learned that Harriss had 
opened an account some time before with 
the uptown branch of the Colonial Bank, 
near the Marie Antoinette. His account 
there was never a large, but the au- 
thorities say he —_ —_ active with his 
checkbook since leaving town. 

One check for $100 on the Colonial Bank, 
which was drawn by Harriss, was pre- 
sented at the Marie Antoinette for col- 
lection after his disappearance. The man- 
agement informed the holder that — 
knew nothing of the doctor's debts an 
could give no clue to his whereabouts. 

The doctor’s acquaintances at the hotel 
said yesterday that he is a Cuban, but 
has spent most of his life in the United 
States.

Four Deputy Sheriffe, Wounded by 


Murderer, Who Is Finally Killed. 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., 
negtves are dead and one mortally 
wounded, and four Deputy Sheriffs aré 
wourded, one fatally, as the result of a 
muider committed by one of the negroes 
to-day on the Williams place, twenty-one 
miles south of here on the Mobile road, 
and a spectacular battle that followed an 
effort to capture the murderer. 

The dead are Tom Benson and Peter 
Fecils, negroes. 

The injured are Ike Primers, colored; 
Eugene Naftel, deputy, shot in shoulder; 
Harry. McCord, deputy, shot in abdorifién 
and will probably die; Owen Ellis, deputy, 
shot in the eye; Alford, chauffeur, 
shot in shoulder, hand, and face. 

Benson murdered Foils and shot and 
mortally wounded Primers at 9 o'clock 
this morning. The cause of their trouble 
is unknown. Sheriff Hood sent’ Deputy 
Sheriffs Rives, Naftel, and Ellis to the 
scene in an automobile. When they ar- 
rived Benson was barricaded in his cabin, 
refceing to surrender, and declaring he 
would die first. 

The officers then opened fire on him, 
and he returned -it, wounding Naftel. 
Sheriff Hood was telephoned for, and he 
went ott this afternoon with Deputies 
McCord and Bridges. The posse again 
opened fire, and an hour’s battle esued, 
and Alford were wounded in this

Gifford Pinchot, former Chief Forester 
of’ the United States, accompanied by his 
brother, Amos R. EB. Pinchot, returned 
home from Europe last night on the 
Holland-America liner Rotterdam. He 
had traveled through Italy, France, Ger- 
Many, and Switzerland, and joined the 
ship at Rotterdam. 

Mr. Pinchot had nothing to say on poli- 
tics. He said he was going to visit Col. 
Roosevelt at Oyster Bay to-day or to- 
morrow. \ 

Mr.* Pinchot did remark that he was 
mot surprised that Henry L, Stimson 
had been made Secretary of War, and 
said that Mr. Stimson was a very capa- 
ble man, and would do well in whatever 
post he was appointed to. 

During his stay at Florence Mr. Pinchot 
‘went to the School of Forestry at Vallom- 
brosa.. He did not think the Italian of- 
ficlais could teach this. country any- 
thing about tree culture or the preserva- 
tion of forests. 

James B. Regan, proprietor of the Ho- 
tel Knickerbocker, who also returned on 
the Rotterdam with Mrs. Regan and their 
daughter Marion, said that the cham- 
Pagne district around Epernay looked as 
if the country had been smitten by war 
and pestilence, it was so desolated.

PRESIDENT AND JUDICIARY. 
Mr. Tart certainly speaks as an ex- 
pert of long experience and high ‘au- 
thority when he says, in effect, that 
crime largely goes unpunished in this 


. ©ountry because of the way we treat 
, our Judges. We limit their functions, 


we weaken their sense of responsibil- 
ity, we deprive them of the wholesome 
influence they might have and ought 
to have in securing full justice equally 
for the accused and for society. 

‘What the motives are that have pro- 
@uced this result by means of legisla- 
tion is a question of some complexity. 
“An unfounded fear of judicial tyr- 
anny,” cited by the President, is doubt- 
less one. The confusion wrought in 
the minds of voters by the multitude of 
offices, judicial and other, is perhaps 
the chief. The average voter really 
cares little and knows less about the 
work of a Judge, and candidates are 
@elected for him between whom he has 
to choose pretty blindly. The influence 
of lawyers in the Legislature, as sug- 
gested by Mr. Tart, counts for much, 
though it is unpleasant to concede the 
fact, since they sin against Might more 
than other legislators. And back of all 
les the “ lighter regard for Jaw and its 
enforcement on the part of our people 
@s a whole.” We make, as a rule;’a 
queer distinction between crime and the 
criminal We abhor the one and 
shrink from punishing the other, and 
we look with a certain disfavor. on 
Judges who incline to simple, swift, 
and sure justice. They may be -re- 
mspected; they are not popular. And

clothed with the powers necessary to 
aid to the utmo#t in seeing that full 
and impartial justice is done to all 
concerned. They stand for society and 
its permanent and general rights, which 
demand equally that no man shall be 
punished or: escape punishment un- 
justly. Their tenure, their dignity, 
their compensation, and the powers 
lodged in their hands are all in accord 
with their supreme function. Just at 
present, it is only too true that the 
tendency in this country is away from 
this conception of the use to which 
the courts should be put. We believe 
that tendency to be a passing one. It 
is too flatly opposed to the deep and 
lasting interests of the community. 
The movement in which President 
Tarr is so vigorously enlisted is an 
indication of wholesome reaction, and 
‘we are confident that it will prevail. 


f “FREE” SCHOOLS. 

What portion of the children of the 
country get what good there is to be 
got from the public schools? The Sage 
Foundation has made & study of this 
‘question, the results of which have 
been presented in considerable detail

“THE QUARREL AT JUAREZ. 

(A quarrel between Brutus and Cas- 
sius should precede a defeat at Philippi, 
if analogy is not to be set awry. In 
Mexico, however, you may not safely 
reason by analogy. Mexico has no An- 
tony to lead its troops to yictory over 
the would-be destroyers of a dynasty, 
and Caesar, still unharmed in the Cap- 
itol, has grown too old to do military 
service. The whole trouble in Mexico 
is due. to the age of Gen. Diaz and his 
inability to reconcile himself-and his 
methods to the spirit of a new era. In 
the circumstances, the discretion, pa- 
tience, and skill in the government of 
men shown by Mapz=ro are most ‘en- 
couraging. 

A new and striking test of his cour- 
age and power of will was afforded in 
the quarrel at Juarez with Orozco, 
who is obviously a typical Mexican rev- 
olutionary fighter, hot-headed and im- 
pulsive, and lacking self-control. That 
Orozco is the better fighter of the two 
is easily understood, but that Mapmro 
is his master, and the real head of the 
revolution, was-proved conclusively in 
that incident which will not be forgot- 
ten by historians, when the provisional 
President-faced his armed and impas- 
sioned opponent, ana remarked: “ Kill 
me if you will. You can see I am en- 
tirely unarmed.” 

MaDERO has protected his prisoner of 
war, Gen. NAVARRO, as he promised, 
and he has shown in the futile peace 
negotiations that he is willing to make 
concessions for the sake of his country. 
Saturday’s incident at Juarez should 
greatly increase his influence over the 
insurrectionists throughout the repub- 
lic, but Mexico and the Mexicans cannot 
be judged by ordinary standards. The 
present revolution will form a remark- 
ably interesting passage in history, but 
nobody can guess just how it is going 
to turn out. 


THE TRUST DECISIONS. 

A Stock Exchange firm has addressed 
its weekly circular to the Supreme 
Court in the form of an open letter, and 
the official circles of Washington are 
shocked at the idea that anybody could 
suggest that the court should either 
render its decision before it adjourns for 
the Summer or else should forego its 
vacation in order that the country may 
not continue its involuntary holiday. 
The futility rather than the impropriety 
of the procedure is what will impress 
most observers. The court more than 
once has considered the argument that 
its methods should be controlled by the 
necessities of the country, and it 
has always referred such protestants 
against the law to the makers of the 
law. 

Prosperity and the reverse are all as 
one to the court, which does not regard 
it as one of its functions to dispense 
either. That it leaves to the politi- 
cians of all sorts, parvenus, healers, 
or statesmen indifferently. It is their 
function to deal with the people, and, 
also, it is the function of the people 
to choose which sort they will have 
to act as an earthly providence and 
dispense ‘privileges which shall be a 
substitute for individual effort and 
efficiency in producing fortune or mis- 
fortune. At the very time that the 
circular is addressed to the Supreme 
Court other petitions are. being sent to 
the lawmakers. How useless it is to 
address the court regarding a single 
statute when laws of the same sort are 
being petitioned for by the shoal, and 
are in the way of enactment by Con- 
gressmen who think that the path to 
re-election is by giving intellectual 
children and financial incompetents the 
sort of laws they think they want. 

Meanwhile, it is timely to ask wheth- 
er the decisions, so long awaited with 
dread and now petitioned for so anx- 
fously, will release trade and labor from 
its living death when finally they do 
arrive, Admittedly; once they -would 
have had such an effect. That was 
before the National machine had lost 
so much momehtum, and before other 
even more fundamental] factors became 
efficient. The decisions were wanted in 
order that the smashing pf the trusts 
might cheapen prices, But we are ex- 
periencing a price reaction adequate to 
satisfy the most exacting, and the 
trusts never were s0-: strongly in- 
trenched. It wag alleged that the 
trusts made the cost of living unendur-

vent a superior power from marking 
them down, to the greater inconven- 
fence of the trusts themselves than of 
the consumers, who are unhappier now 
that their cost of living is falling than 
when they found the higher prices less 
burdensome. The sickness which comes 
from the heaving of the ocean of prices 
is always more trying on the descend- 
ing wave than on the ascending. The 
cure will come if the sickness is suffi- 
cient to relieve the country of the sort 
of legislation which was prescribed in 
the soup kitchen and Coxey army era 
as a sure cure for a(iversity. — 

‘Take the case of the Beef Trust. It 
was investigated by the most ferocious 
tamer of trusts—except labor trusts— 
that ever was or will be or can be. 
His investigator reported that its prof- 
its were due to the magnitude of its 
business, and to its efficiency, {ts prof- 
its being due to its economies in utili- 
gation of by-products, Simultaneously 
it was being prosecuted in the courts, 
and now comes 4 decision marking a 
step toward imprisonment, although Its 
prices are falling before it is convicted, 
Possibly next most obnoxious ig the 
Sugar Trust, whose monopoly is small- 
er in relation to the total trade than 
when it was organized, and whose 
prices are less than they were a: decade 
ago, although other prices have risen. 
The Steel Trust also is less of a monop- 
oly than at its formation, and its in- 
fluence upon prices and the trade has 
been even more beneficial to itg rivals 
and.its customers than to itself. There 
are exceptions to the rule of the benefi- 
cence of the capitalist trust, but it is 
simple truth that the farmers’ trust, 
the labor trust, and the unorganized 
extortions of the middlemen have been 
more oppressive than the octopuses 
whose blood is thirsted for. The reason 
is simple, The other trusts have 
sought to thrive on the obnoxious 
methods of monopoly, the extortion of 
unearned profits, the restriction of out- 
put, the reduction of efficiency. The 
corporate trusts which are hated have 
sought to reduce costs, and to multiply 
profits by large scale economies which 
have enabled payment of the largest 
wages the world has ever experienced. 

The labor trust and the political trust 
have decreed that they must go. Why 
ask the Supreme Court to allow them 
to stay? Never in the world’s history 
has legislation produced prosperity. 
The time of the dominating importance 
of any court decision whatever is past. 
More important influences are at work, 
and it is best that they should be al- 
lowed to work a perfect cure of popular 
hysteria, comparable to the financial 
hysteria from which the country 
emerged not long ago.

THE MAYOR’S AMATEUR BANDS. 

We note with regret a disposition to 
treat ironically Mayor Garnor’s recent 
suggestion that the citizens should or- 
ganize brass bands of their own to pro- 
vide such music as may be needed in 
the public playgrounds Summer eve- 
nings. The Mayor has refused to sanc- 
tion an appropriation of public money 
for such free musical entertainment 
this year. His idea of free concerts by 
amateur bands is worth considering. 
The suggestion that if the amateur 
bands go to the playgrounds to perform 
other folks will stay away is not un- 
reasonable. But if all the amateur cor- 
net players and flutists of Manhattan 
and the Bronx are induced to segregate 
themselves long Summer nights, and 
toot and blow, in certain specified pub- 
lic “places, sleep will return to many 
humble dwellings from which it has 
been rudely driven, and the comforta- 
ble peace of real home life will be re- 
stored to many flats. The Mayor has 
pointed @ way in which the musical as- 
pirations of many persons may be sat- 
isfied without agonizing their neigh- 
bors. 

The ideg that the Musical Union will 
object to these performances has been 
too hastily expressed. The union al- 
ways needs new members. All unions 
do. Organizations of amateur musi- 
clans will soon become professional and 
apply for admission to the union. That 
is to say, after the members have 
played together for some little time 
they will feel that their! servicés de- 
serve payment. Until that time comes 
the union can afford to ignore them. 


We are not at all sure that their con-. 


certs in the playgrounds will not at- 
tract large audiences of a sort. “ Ama- 
teur nights” have become so popular 
in some of the cheaper variety halls 
as to bring'into existence, we under- 
stand, a new profession of “amateur 
nighters,” the members of which sub- 
ject themselves to the hook for hire and 
salary. The introduction In the Sum- 
mer night concerts of the playgrounds 
of the hook, as an instrument of cor- 
tection and discipline, might greatly 
increase the innocent enjoyment of the 
multitude,

Queer Verdict. shooting case the 
careful and intelligent investigation for 
which such bodies are famous all over 
the world, brought in as the result there- 
of the following verdict: 

We, the jury, find that the deceased, Jom 
MILLDR, came to his death by gunshot 
wounds from the hands of H. W. McMr- 
LAN, and that he was justifiable in doing so. 


One's first thought, on reading this pro- 
nouncement, is that it ought considerably 
to lighten the sorrow of Jon MILLER’s 
friends and relatives, since it formally 
and officially frees him from blame or 
criticism for getting in front of H. W. 
McMiLan's gun. A diferent interpreta- 
tion of the verdict, however, is made by 
The Columbia State. 

That paper, which evidently took @ 
second thought, reaches the probably cor- 
rect conclusion that the jury intended to 
vindicate McMILLAN, not MruueR, and it 
proceeds to condemn that course with & 
severity easily enough explained by the 
circumstances of the killing. It seems 
that McMruuan,, while going home late 
Saturday night with several companions, 
saw somebody crouching on the sidewalk 
in front of McMrizan’s home. When 
hailed this person, later identified as 
MILLER, jumped up and ran off, where- 
upon MCMILLAN shot and fatally wound- 
ed him.. It was testified next day that 
there were tracks in the yard which 
MILLER might have made and that there 
were “traces of steps going upstairs to 
MCMILLAN’s toom, the door of which 
was found open.” 

But MILLER was a negro, while Mc- 
MruLan belonged to the class described 
as prominent citizens, though he was 
not an officer of the law or under any 
special obligation to apprehend persons 
suspected of crime, So The State thinks 
that the shooting and the jury's judg- 
ment of it are disquietingly significant 
of a reprehensible tendency to hold hu- 
man life cheap. That opinion is ap- 
parently warranted by the facts as pre- 
sented, but The State says it knows that 
it will win no friends and make a few 
more enemies by expressing it. That, 
also, if true, is disuleting, since it hints 
at a deep-seated and grave evil. 

In fairness it must be added that 
MCMILLAN has been arrested and held for 
trial in $2,000 bail, although the Coroner's 
jury declared his act justifiable. The 
State says that there is no doubt what 
the result will be and that the trial was 
probably desired by the defendant in 
order that his vindication may be made 
still more formal,

ridor leading to his master’s apartment. 
One HELEN McCLUSKEY sought to recover 
compensation to the amount of $6,000 for 
hurts inflicted when she stumbled over 
a dog residing in Madison Avenue. The 
facts in the complaint were admitted by 
the defending owner, but he insisted ‘that 
his right to have a dog involved the 
dog’s right to sleep on said owner’s floor 
and.imposed upon all and sundry the 
obligation ‘to stép around or over the 
sleeping dog or suffer whatever conse 
quences might follow an effort to walk 
through him. And the court upheld the 
defendant’s contention and dismissed the 
plaintiff's, declaring the owner of the dog 
to have ot wey: of nothing worse than

in common by several tenants. . ~ 
Whether this ruling will stand when 
to stlif higher tribunals we do 
pretend to know, but every dog will 
hope So and every lover of doge—which 
polar uch the sume as saying that it ought 
stand, and that ought to be much or 
pati the same as saying that it will 
stand. Let people look where they're 
going if they object to falling over dogs. 
By the way, why ditin't the owner of this 
dog bring a cross suit for ? He 
and the dog must both have sufféred, in 
feelings at least; when Mrs. McCuusxpy 
fell. But perhaps she could claim the 
right to fall once, as the dog to bite 
onee, without incurring penalty. That 
would seem to be only fair...

‘Ethical Culture © Society. Not Going In 
for Realism, He Says. , 


Dr, Felix Adler, speaking yesterday 
morning at the thirty-fifth anniversary 
celebration of the founding of the Hthical 
Culture Society, said that after the move- 
ment had been “painfully” built up, it 
was now threatened at its very founda- 
tions by the younger element, who de- 
manded “ action.” 

“Our young men gre now trying to 
hurry us-on to ‘ betterment,’ to improve- 
ments; to humanitarianism, to secular re- 
forms,” he said. “They say there is no 
red blood in us. We have lost in power 
and influefioe, they say, and they ask us 
what we are doing for the ethical life in 
uplifting men, We must be practical, they 
gay, and show results. 

““I have been‘in publifo life more than 
thirty-five years, and never have I seen 
reform so hopeful. Thére is an intense 
and earnest -hope of making grand 
changes, huge steps in advance. They 
are all most intemperate. Tuberculosis is 

not’ only to be alleviated, but to be no 
more. Poverty is to be abolished. Fifteen 
years ago, when Dr. McGlynn said that, 
he was said to be speaking wildly. There 
is a remarkable sanguineness in the poss!- 
bility of the accomplishment of these 
great reforms all over the world. There 
has been no parallel before of such a time. 
The world is demanding palatable ex- 
tremes.”’

SCHOOLS MAKE AMERICANS. 


So Says Rabbi Wise In His Address 
at the Free Synagogue. 


“Tf we would really Americanize the 
foreigner,” said Rabbi Stephen 8. Wise in 
his address at the Free Synagogue yester- 
day morning, “‘ we must help him to main- 
tain and enable America to assimilate the 
best things of the spirit that he brings 
with him from the Buropean world. We 
must help the foreigner to understand 
that Americanization need not imply van- 
dalism touching the finest things of the 
old life. Americanization does not imply 
repudiation of Hurope. 

“We dare not lose sight of the réver- 
ence we owe to the civilizations which ‘lie 
back of many of the immigrants who 
come to this land. Strange and uncouth 
they may séem to us, but among them 
are the children of great and abiding civ- 
flizations, and let no man be disesteemed 
merely because he is unlike ourselves. We 
do not wish the foreigner to simulate the 
manners of America. We would have him 
assimilate the matter of Aniericanism at 
its highest.

With a reception to their friends, inciud- 
ing several who were present when they 
were marnied in 1861, Dr. and Mrs. Louls 
A. Roaenstein of 561 West lozd Street 
will celeprate to-morrow afternoon their 
polden wedding anniversary. 

Mrs. Rodenstein is a daughter of Mayor 
Daniel F, Tiemann, who served the city 
from 1857 to 1808, and a grandniece of 
Peter Cooper. she is the sixth of her 
family to have a golden wedding in the 
last sixty years. Her granfatuer, An- 
tnony Tiemann, celebrated his on April 
43, 1852, and her father, and three aunts 
each lived to complete fitty years of mar- 
ried life. Mrs. Rodenstein comes of a 
long-lived family, her father dying in 
isv8 at the age of 93, and her mother ia 
iv0l at the same age. 

Dr. Rodenstein can boast a career full 
of stirring incidents. He was born in 
Frankfort-on-Main, Germany, ‘on Feb. iv, 
1834, and went to New Orleans in 1842 in 
# sailing vesse) with his parents. The trip 
took more than five weeks. ‘he family 
went by steamer to Galveston and tnen 
to Houston, settling in Austin, Texus, 
where young Rodenstein attended tne 
school of Dr. Anson Jones, last President 
of the Republic of Texas. 

“ Austin at that time,”’ said Dr, Roden- 
Stein, ‘‘ was a piace of 300 or 400 persons, 
and its character may be judged by the 
fact tnat the Court House and county jaii, 
one of the chief buildings of the city, 
consisted of a log cabili of two roums. 
4t was a frontier town, and we hud pieniy 
of excitement, with the bad cuaracters 
that came among us, and across we upper 
part of my left ieg i bear to this day tne 
scar of a Comanche arrow. 

“ One day when I was about 15 years oj, 
when my mother and father were away, 
&@ band of 1,000 Comanches, including wo- 
men and children, raided the town and 
carried off two white women. It was not 
@ very unusual thing in those days for 
white women to be seized and held for 
ransom. 

“The Mexican War was just over, and 
there was no one in the town except 
boys. .But you must remember that in 
those times there really were not any 
boys in Texas. You were either a baby 
or & man, and had to act like a man. 
Capt. Crumley, a ranger, who had just 
come back wounded from the war, called 
out about a dozen of us boys, and we set 
out next morning om the trail of the In- 
dians. 

“In two days we caught up with them, 
but instead of our rescuing the women, 
we were in danger of being captured our- 
selves. We had muskets, it is true, and 
the Indians had bows and arrows only, 
but sometimes the arrows came so thick 
they seemed to cast a shade. 

“Capt Crumley ordered us to retreat 
toward Mexico and for twelve or fourteen

_The interests of thousands of Southern 
and Western farmers and of fertilizer 
manufacturers throughout the country 
are centred in conferences now going 
on in Brussels, Belgium, over the Amer- 
ican claims to large quantities of Ger- 
man potash, contracts for which were 
made months ago but delivery of which 
has been held up by regulationg imposed 
through the influence of the German pot- 
ash syndicate. 

A very large sum of money is at 
stake, as well as an increased cost. of 
fertilizer, of which potash is a most im- 
Portant ingredient, and it is certain that 
the American conferrees will not give up 


until the last card has been played. Al-/ 


ready, it ig said on good authority, the 
German Government has been somewhat 
irritated by the plain manner and the 
persistence with which representatives 


have pressed the American claims. It 
is said to be due chiefly to Ambassador 
David Jayne Hill, who has just returned 


to his post in Berlin to prepare for turn-| 


ing his office over to hig successor, yet 
to be named, that the negotiations have 
reached a point where the conferrees have 
to agree only on the price at which potash 
is to be sold to the American contractors. 
Germany has a natural monopoly of pot- 
ash, which is said to be essential to the 
fertilizer preferred by most of the South- 
ern farmers cause best suited to the 
needs of a wornout soil.

But, accord- 
ing to those who have made a study of 
the recent developments in the contro- 
versy, when the former members of ‘the 
syndicate, Bectculariy those who had 
properties difficult to make profitable 
and such others as had not made con- 
tracts with Americans, saw what an 
American market had been opened to 
potash, and how some producers ere 
selling at a lower figure than they could 
afford, a movement was started to revive 
the syndicate.

Railroads Put In Orders for 
Tracks and for Steel 
' Cars. 


TRADE Is ENCOURAGED 


But This Business Is Apparently 
Sporadic, and. Littie Hope 
Held of Its Continuance.

PITTSBURG, May 14.—Steelmakers are 
encouraged by railroad ordering. The 
record in equipment for last week was 
8,200. freight and passenger cars and 80 
locomotives. Probabilities are that the 
steel car plants of the country will have 
to increase their running capacity slight- 
ly immediately after June 1. Total rail 
orders for April and May will reach close 
to 250,000 tons, with the pending orders 
from one or two roads. This and a sim- 
ilar rise in tonnage booked in structural 
material by reason of a number of large 
lettings closed in the East and at Chi- 
cago, were the bright spots in a very dull 
week, 

The rail buying and car orders are 
looked on as a spasmodic feature. The 
railroads are not. in position to buy lib- 
erally, and their disposition continues to 
be to hold back on orders for everything 
except immediate requirements. The ton- 
nage total on this business, however, will 
help make a better showing in unfilled 
tonnage by the Steel Corporation for May 
than was shown for April, most of this 
business having been captured by the 
Steel Corporation.

WHEAT AWAY UP 
ON DEMAND ABROAD 


Poor Foreign _Crop Outlook 
Brings Heavy Calls for 
Supplies Here. 


CORN AND OATS HOLD FIRM 


Cotton Makes High Records, Though 
Acreage Is Big and Weather 
Fine. 


Wheat has advanced from the low point 
made in early April about 6 cents a 
bushel, with the highest of prices of the 
acvanee made this week. A gain of 6 
cents in the six weeks has been indivative 
of the slowness of the market, but the 
steadily hardening tendency. has been 
pronounced enough so that prices have 
worked up from every reaction notwith- 
standing ths very optimistic ideas regard- 
ing the American crop. Underlying the 
entire situation, there has been evidence 
of an improving tone in the European 
markeis, At the opening of the year, 
when wheat was above $1 a bushel in 
New York and Chicago, the New York 
prices were higher than the Buropean 
and the Chicago prices were almost even 
with the European. 

In early April, when wheat declined to 
the lew potat, Aptwerp plate wheat de- 
clined to 95%, Berlin May, $1.20, and 
Liverpool July to about 94 cents. The 
market since then has shown ‘decided 
strength on the other side. Paris Juty- 
August on Friday, which was the high 
day, clos:d at $1.44%, Antwerp plate 
wheat, $1.02%, Berlin wheat $1.36, and 
Liverpool July wheat about $1.01, Dur- 
ing this period of six weeks the world’s 
exports have been very heavy, amounting 
to an average wf over 12,000,000 bushels 
a week. The European visible supply in 
that period has be2n steacily decreasing 
notwithstanding the fact of the immense 
exports. These exports have been much 
heavier than last year and very material- 
ly heevie> than two vears ago. The actual 
shipments in the six weeks have been in 
round figures 74,000,000 bushels against 
68,200,000 bushels last vear and 46,000,000 
bushels two years ago. In this time the 
Europear visivle supply has this year 
decreased 14,600,000 bushels against a de- 
crease of 8,900,000 bushels last year and 
a decrease of 15,800,000 two years ago. 

\The fact that the stocks have decreased 
just about as much this year as they did 
two years ago with exports this year 
nearly double two years ago indicates 
a distribution amounting this season to, in 
round numbers, of 90,000,000 bushels for 
the six weeks, compared with 60,000,000 
bushels two years ago. A gain of 50 per 
cent. in the foreign distribution. The ac- 
tual world’s exports since July 1 last 
have been 645,000,000 bushels this year 
against 482,000,000 bushels last year and 
400,000,000 bushels two years ago. This 
is a gain of 63,000,000 bushels this season 
over last year and a gain of 145,000,000 
bushels over two years ago. 

With this enormous European absorp- 
tion of wheat there has been added another 
factor, which is causing some unéasiness. 
The crop conditions are not pride ae? as 
satisfactorily in Europe as desired. This 
is officially shown by the German report 
of a short time ago and there have been 
numerous private reports from the great 
producting sections of Southeastern 
Europe indicating fairly serious conditions 
as a result of continued drought and re- 
cently of high temperatures. 

Domestic stocks have been running 
down very rapidly. Since April 1 the 
United States visible supply of wheat has 
decreased 12,000,000 bushels. This de- 
crease is an average of 2,000,000 a week 
and shows notwithstanding the rather 
limited exports that the American farmer 
is not selling wheat freely at the low 
prices, and that the distribution is heavy 
notwithstanding the continued complaints 
of slow flour trade. 

The American crop situation is appar- 
ently a very favorable one. The Gov- 
ernment report on Monday made a gain 
in the condition of the growing crop of 
2.8 points. The ten-year average shows 
a decline during the month of April of .9, 
so that the condition now is relatively 
3.7 points better than would have been 
the case if the crop had made the normal 
deterioration during the month of April. 
The amount of abandoned area was 
slightly less than expectation, but the 
amount still standing for harvest is un- 
usually large, having been exceeded only 
once. The promise for the crop as fig- 
ured on the Government quantative esti- 
mate per acre is for an outturn of 489,- 
000,000 bushels, or only 5,000,000 bushels 
less than the previous high record. The 
Government estimate of 15.6 bushels per 
acre is based on an average of five-year 
results. 

The conditions in the Spring wheat ter- 
ritory have been materially improved this 
weck. There had been a great deal of 
apprehension as to the moisture supply. 
Owing to the deficient rainfall last Sum- 
mer, very serious damage to the North 
Dakota crop, deficient rainfall since ex- 
hausting the subsoil moisture, there was 
fear that unless rains were frequent and 
fairly generous the crop this year would 
suffer materially again. There have 
been, however, very general showers in 
the Northwest, not heavy at any time, 
but covering several days so that the 
moisture was all absorbed, and in the 
Canadian Northwest there were also sev- 
eral days of rainfall culminating with a 
heavy general rain and; snow storm, s0 
that for a time at least thé ground for 
apprehension has been removed. 


CORN. 
Corn has shown improvement, prices 
being influenced by strength of wheat 
and oats, strength of cash corn, and de- 


creasing stocks. The market has present- 
ed a very interesting side. From the low 


point there has been a very rapid ad- 
vance in the price of cash corn, the ad- 


vanee being much faster than the rise in 
the forward deliveries. This has been a 
factor in the advance in May, which from 
a discount of about 3c under September 
has risen to jee ari le. over. Stocks at 
points of accumulation have decreased 
steadily, while the advance in the price 
of cash has not brought the volume of 
country offerings anticipated. Receipts 
are much larger, it is true, and for the 
last week were 600,000 bushels at the 


“West more than the previous week and 


2,000,000 bushela more than last year. 
Shipments into distribution have been 
large, but for the past week there was a 
loss of about 1,000,000 bushels in the 
movement from the West. The market 
showed the latter part of the week signs 
of hesitation, possibly the result of the 
increasing movement and decreasing ship- 
ments. eather conditions have been 
extremely favorable for field work com- 
pared th recent —_. For the last 
two or three years planting has been seri- 
ously delayed by heavy Spring rains. This 
year there has been practically no inter- 
ruption. ee have been nish 
and the ground has warmed up rapidly. 
Shipments from the Argentine are nothing 
at presen, and shipments from South- 
eastern Europe are insignificant, so that 
practically bie entire Huropean supply 
seems to be dependent on this country’s 


shipments. OATS. 


Oats have been strong and active with 
prices advancing steadily, gaining 4@4% 
cents a bushel from the low point of the 
Spring. The advance has been partly 

pathetic, but the cro velopments 
have not been entirely satisfaatory. There 
has been apprehension of a decrease in 
acreage partly on the State reports 
received so far and party, on private re- 
ports, while the weather, which has been 
so favorable for field work in corn has 
been unsatisfactory for oats. Cash oats 
have been firm. estern receipts have 
been moderate, but not large, while ship- 
ments from the interior for some weeks 
have shown distribution in excess of the 
receipts. 


PROVISIONS. 

Provisions developments have not been 
very pronounced. Fluctuations in May 
pork have been violent, due to settling up 
of May contracts. A somewhat steadier

has been 5,245,000, an increase of 1,760,000 
over a year ago. Stocks of product are 
increasing, but the tone of the market 
seems better. 


COTTONSEED OIL. 

Gains approximating to nearly cents 
@ gallon in the future market and to i 
cents in the crude market, were scored 
during the pest week, while with these 
advances sentiment showed a corre- 
sponding improvement. Unquestionably, 
short covering was instrumental toward 
the higher values at times, but demand 
for actual oi] from consuming interests 
was also in larger volume. Refiners 
manifested a disposition to cover shorts, 
and this, together with the buying of 
crude at the South, was taken as a fair 


indication that sales to outside concerns 
were of moderate proportions, while on 
the other hand the grease situation, 
particularly oleostearine, developed un- 
mistakavle firmness. The importance of 
this is realized as reflecting upon the 
compound lard business, which was 
greater for several weeks, the course of 
the pure lard market at Chicago also be- 
ing conductive to this. : 

ome large concerns are also spreading 
bullish correspondence, and on the whole 
there was little opposition given to the 
upward movement, excepting sales made 
against purchases of cPude at lower 
levels, the future. market still being be- 
low a parity with asking prices at the 
South; it belng extremely difficult to ob- 
tain oil there. 

The cotton situation has not entered 
into the market as an important factor as 
yet, but conditions are being closely ob- 
Served. The general opinion is thar 
weather has | aoa facilitated planting 
operations, although while rains would be 
welcomed in some of the Eastern States 
increased acreage reports and improved 
method of cultivation, naturally offset a

COTTON. 

Old crop months attained new high wee- 
ords on almost every day of the past week, 
with final prices at the best of the sea- 
son and bulls apparently were in as full 
control of ths situation as for several 
months. In fact, as each week draws to 
a close, the strength of the statistical sit- 
uation is more clearly revealed, and pros- 
pects for only very limited supplies at the 
termination of the season are being more 
generally realized than heretofore. There 
appears to be but little disposition on the 
part of outside interests to antagonize 
the upward movement, and the consensus 
of opinion is that future prices will be ae- 
termined largely by the extent of the re- 
maining short interest which undoubtedly 
has been considerably reduced by 
events recently. Meanwhile, prevailing 
levels discount the scarcity of cotton to 


some extent, and even if not full, outside 
interests are not enthusiastic. 

Although the more distant options have 
also shared sympathetically in ‘his 
Strength they are naturally affected by 
crop conditions, and these were not of a 
character to promote excitement. Many 
interests, however, expect an active de- 
mand for the September and October op- 
tions in. view of the prospects of practi:al 
‘exhaustion of cotton at the end of the 
season, but whether this demand will 
prove so urgent as to enforce materially 
higher prices in these options is a matter 
of conjecture at present, as it is still too 
early to predict the extent of the move- 
ment of early cotton. Nevertheless, if 
prices are high there will be great incen- 
tive for early shipment, and it would not 
be unnatural if normal conditions prevail 
through the early Summer for cotton to 
move to the extent of several hundred 
thousand bales to be applied on August, 
September, and early October delivery: 

Crop conditions last week were consid- 
ered by conservative authorities as hav- 
ing been in the main favorable. There 
were intermittent showers, which led to 
complaints that some fields in the West- 
ern belt were becoming foul and gragsy, 
while cutworms ravages were noted in 
sections of Texas, but in neither instance 
were the complaints regarded as serious. 
Predictions of low temperatures also 
failed of materialization, and while some 
of the Eastern cotton States would wel- 
come precipitation, there is little inclina- 
tion to regqrd the need of rain as urgent 
at°the moment. The advices to hand in- 
dicate that planting has made rapid 
progress during the week, and many au- 
thorities are antici ating a bearish Gov- 
ernment report on June 2, especially when 
the increased acreage and improved 
methods of cultivation are taken into 
consideration. 

The domestic trade situation was gen- 
erally conceded to be slightly improved, 
and without a doubt the developments in 
the print cloth market had a stimulating 
effect. Borden interests bought heavily 
of printed goods and served to rid the 
market of surplus offerings, although 
the buying movement was accompanied 
by the statement that it was cheaper to 
purchase in the open market than to 
manufacture the cloth. This explains the 
curtailment which is now being exper!l- 
enced in nearly all milling plants, and 
the contraction in working time is fully 
as great as at any period of the season. 
Of course, it is realized that more or 
less curtaiJment is essential as far as ob- 
taining supplies from the old crop is con- 
cerned, especially as foreign countries 
are enjoying moderate prosperity and 
are enabled to operate profitably not- 
withstanding high prices of the 
material. Sentiment, while rather pes- 
Simistic at present in regard to the 
American trade condition, is undergoing 
some modification. With the advent of 
new crop cotton and the prevailing dis- 
counts which those options are ruling at, 
a large part of the unfavorable condl- 
tions existing will have been eliminated. 
A decision of the important trust cases 
now before the Supreme Court, In con- 
junction with nervousness over probable 
changes in the tariff schedule, is another 
factor in restraint of trade, but it does 
not seem to require unbounded optimism 
to foresee improved conditions with the 
disposal of these factors. 

he remnant of cotton held at the 
South is commanding full asking prices, 
and stocks at interior points are being 
rapidly reduced, while at the same time 
shipments in the future market have been 
diverted to other channels, owing to this 
corresponding strength. Reports from 
spot centres indicate that American spin- 
ners are not largely interested, but the 
volume of cotton being exported, with the 
fair inquiry from the Cuntinent and 
Great Britain, is sufficicnt, apparently, 
to absorb offerings. This foreign demand 
has been one of the dominating influences 
in the situation for practically the entire 
season, and whlie abuting at titnes, it 
seemingly has proved large enough. to 
overshadow the unfavorable trade situa+ 
tion in this country, which, together with 
the downward trend of commodities in 
general, were the factors mainly instru- 
gy in establishing much bear senti- 
ment. 

The Chronicle statistics for the week 
show that exports to date aggregate 
7,008,000 bales, against 5,420,000 bales a 
year ago, with 73,000 bales on shipboard, 
against 55,000 bales last year. The visible 
supply totals 3,418,000 bales, against 
3,370,000 in 1910 and 4,238,000 in 1909. 
Into sight for the season is 11,070,000 
bales, against 9,685,000 last year. The 
stock of cotton at interior towns amounts 
to 277,000 bales, against 318,000 last year, 
and at ports stocks are 825,000 bales, 
against 446,000 in 1910. 


CROKER IN SAFETY MUSEUM. 


Ex-Chief to Devote His Time to Meth- 
ods of Fire Prevention. 


Former Fire Chief Croker is to devote 
himself exclusively to the work of fire 
prevention, in connection with the Amer- 
ican Museum of Safety, with offices in 
the Engineering Societies Building, 29 
West Thirty-ninth Street. In a letter to 
THE TrmeEs he says: 


I have given up my public office as fire 
fighter to use the knowledge gained during 
the twenty-seven years in the New York 
Fire Department for the a ae of be- 
coming a fire preventor. t js generally 
admitted that a large number of our fires 
fre due to carelessness, ignorance, selfish- 
ness, and crime. 

In the section. of Fire Prevention in the 
American Museum of Safety, in which I 
have taken the Chairmanship, I shall de- 
vote as much of my time as possible in 
sogey J an active campal for teach- 
ng safety and caution in es, shops, 
factories, schools, department stores, thee 
atres, and. streets. shall supervise per- 
sonally for the Museum the preparation of 
safety manuals on these topics, simply 
written so as to be easily understood. 

Effort is being made, on behalf of the 
Museum, to secure $50,000 for ite permanent 
exhibits and educational work in fire pre- 
vention. Every dollar will be spent in the 
most economical and efficient. manner to 
secure the desired results.

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FORM STATE SOCIETY 
FOR LEGAL REFORMS 


Work of the Conference Just 
Ended at Columbia Will Be 
Continued. 


MANY CHANGES ADVOCATED 


~ 


Would Abolish Third Degree Confes- 
sions and Do Away with Unanimous 
Verdicts Except In Homicide Cases. 


The way has been paved for a continu- 
ation of the work of the Conference on 
the Reform of the Criminal Law and Pro- 
cedure, which has been in progress at 
Columbia University, by the formation of 
a New York State society to be affiliated 
with the American Institute of Criminai 
Law and Criminology. This was done by 
resolution at the last session of the con- 
ference, and a committee was authorized 
to complete its organization and effect its 
incorporation. 

George W. Kirchwey, Dean of the Co- 
lumbia Law School, is Chairman and O, 
F. Lewis, Secretary of the Prison Associa- 
tion, Secretary of this committee. Other 
organizations participating in the confer- 
ence whose representatives became mem- 
bers of the new society were the Acad- 
emy of Political Science, New York Coun- 
ty Lawyers’ Association, and committees 
of the Bar Association and Charity Or- 
ganization Society. 

The formation and work of the Amert- 
can Institute of Criminal Law and Crimi- 
nology marked the first effort in English- 
speaking countries to obtain thorough 
scientific data upon which to act and to 
obtain co-operation of all forces, lay, sci- 
entific, and legal, interested in the solu- 
tion of the problem. Its President, Col. 
Nathan W. MacChesney of Chicago, in an 
address at the Hotel Astor dinner, at 
which President Taft was the principal 
speaker, summed up the work of the con- 
ference at Columbia and brought out the 
specific changes desired to obtain prompt 
and effective enforcement of the criminal 


law in this country. These changes in- 
cluded: 


The right of the prosecution to comment 
upon the defendant’s refusal to testify 
should be secured. The right to use private 
confessions obtained by officers of the law 
(commonly called the ‘third degree ’’) 
should be abolished. 

The same right of change of venue should 
be given to the State as to the accused, 
and removal under proper restrictions from 
one county to another allowed. 

The provisions requiring a unanimous 
verdict should be done away with, and in 
all except capital cases a three-quarters 
verdict should be allowed, 

The amendment of indictments should be 
allowed at any time if the entire character 
of the crime is not changed and the ac- 
cused is given the right, if necessary, to 
prepare any additional defense made neces- 
sary by such change. 

The power of the trial Judge should be 
rehabilitated so that he can exercise his 
common law powers with the right to sum- 
marize and comment upon the evidence as in 
the Federal courts, and cease to be what 
President Taft has compared to a mere 
moderator in a religious assembly. 

The same number of challenges should be 
allowed to the State as to the accused, and 
they should be placed go far as possible 
upon the same footing without undue hard- 
ship to the accused. 

Public defenders should be provided if an 
appeal is to be allowed the State, so that in 
such cages the burden to the accused may 
be minimized, where he, without means, has 
to face the power, prestige, and resources 
of the State. 

Where accused takes the stand in his 
own behalf he should be subject to cross- 
examination and should be taken to have 
waived his constitutional privilege against 
seif-incrimination. The principle of jeopardy 
a not apply in case of mistrial or re- 

al. 

An indictment should be sufficient If it 
specifies the crime, its time and location, 
with sufficient particularity to prevent sec- 
ond prosecution. 

Press comment should be stringently Iimit- 
ed to actual report of the proceedings, 
without comment editorially or otherwise, 
and without comment from the State’s or 
District Attorney. 

Jurors should not be disqualified because 
of the reading of accounts or hearings of 
rumors regarding alleged crime, but only 
when they cannot give a fair verdict be- 
cause of fixed opinion. 

Expert testimony should be rigidly regu- 
lated, and if the experts are not furnished 
by the State their qualifications should be 
passed upon by it, their fees litmited, and 
contingent fees absolutely prohibited. 

Jury service should be compelled on the 
part of practically every citizen, and to 
that end the law should be amended so that 
the time of such service may be fixed so 
Sane it will give the least inconvenience pos- 
sible. 

A transcript of the evidence of a witness 
at a former trial, whom it is impossible to 
produce, should be competent evidence in a 
second trial.

lard similar to that produced by packing house 
companies in the United States. He desires a 
plant with a capacity of about 360,000 pounds 
er month, and states that he desires to manu- 
‘acture the compound according to the methods 
of the American chemist, Tweedshel]. In con- 
nection with the purchase of this plant he is 
anxiops to secure the services of a man familiar 
with the chemical process of manufacture, and 
would also like to have books and other pub- 
lications on this subject. 


6,717—SMALL SAILING VESSELS.—Owing to 
the enactment of the new coasting shipping 
laws in Russia foreign vessels are now pro-

Plenty of Liquor Served on Sun- 
day in Back Rooms—-Some- 
times No Sandwich in Sight. 


MAYOR WON'T HAVE TO PAY 


His Offer of $10 for Evidence of “Traf- 
fic in Liquor on Sunday In Any 
Barroom” Seems Safe. 


One of Manhattan’s voters wanted $10 
yesterday,,and while he was pondering On 
Ways and meang he suddenly bethought 
himself of Mayor Gaynor’s letter to S. 
Edward Young, pastor of the Bedford 
Presbyterian Church, Brooklyn, pub- 
lished in Saturday’s papers. It was on 
this particular passage that his mind 
dwelt: 


Never was the traffic in liquor in the 
barrooms in this city stopped until I be- 
came Mayor. I have stopped it absolutely. 
I will give $10 for evidence of traffic in 
liquor on Sunday in any barroom. 


The proposition interested the voter. He 
went out for a stroll during the aftcr- 
noon, not far from Broadway nor so very 
far from Forty-second Street. He kept 
his eyes open, and in a saunter of some- 
thing less than an hour he passed near 
enough for inspection to some twenty-one 
saloons. In twenty of them there were 
marked signs of activity. Only one 
showed no signs of life. 

It is one of the provisions of the excise 
law that the passer-by is entitled to an 
unobstructed view of the bar. Usually, 
however, a barroom window is clogged 


with bottles, posters, signs, and elaborate 
arrangements of colored glass that make 


a@ casual glance through the small cleared 


ortion rather difficult. To look really 
into the interior, you have to peer, 50 
that you might be mistaken for a detect- 
ive or a reporter or a reform society 
agent. 

Still, the voter was very serious about 
his tour of inspection, and he soon saw 
things that interested him. In barroom 
after barroom he saw a man behind the 
bar, with his sleeves rolled up and nis 
apron on. At first the voter supposed 
the barkeeper was dusting or taking ac- 
count of stock, but then he noticed unmis- 
takable signs of beer being drawn, The 
bars themselves were covered with ee 3 
and outward order and decency, ut 
somebody must be getting the beer some- 
where, thought the voter. Then he re- 
called this passage in the Mayor’s letter: 


I can only do things gradually. You now 
ask me to stop traffic in liquor in the 
landlord’s room or the interior room on 
Sunday. I suppose you know that in every 
place having a hotel license it is lawful to 
sell liquor on Sunday in the dining room 
or interior room, with meals. That is the 
law. I cannot stop the sale of liquor in 
such places. If you go up to the Waldortf- 
Astoria Hotel you wil! find the bar closed, 
but you can step into another room and be 
served with liquor. At the same time, how- 
ever, you order or get something to eat. 
The courts have construed a meal to be 
very little, as I suppose you know. T think 
they have got it down to a little sandwich 
or some soup. I suppose you know that I 
am not responsible for the construction of 
the law. and at the same time it is fair to 
say that it is not easy to make a fixed 
standard for a meal, and I do not wish to 
criticise the courts in thetr embarrassment 
in that respect. The rule that applies to 
the Waldorf-Astoria applies to the littlest 
place in this city that has a hotel Heense. 


The voter began to try a few side doors. 
He afterward confessed that he had tried 
five, and upon being pressed he admitted 
that he had consumed one glass of beer 
in each place in the course of the hour. 
He said that it was not difficult to buy 
a drink in New York on Sunday and that 
you did not have to go through the 
formality of eating something at the 
same time. 

In three of the five rear rooms he en- 
tered each table was groaning under the 
weight of an old sandwich, on which dust 


and cigarette ashes had accumulated in, 


the course of long service. The other two 
didn’t bother. In ali five the beer was 
brought from the barroom, and in no 
case did the waiter carry out the pretense 
to the point of saying anything about 
the sandwich. 

At one place the voter found the side- 
door guarded by a chain bolt, and when 
he knocked for admittance the door was 
opened a little way, and held there while 
the voter was subjected to a short in- 
spection. He seemed acceptable, for the 
opening was widened, and he soon had his 
beer in the corner with a roomful of men 
of all sorts and conditions. There was no 
soup or sandwich in sight, and the gvose 
= nigh. 

* But why all this caution?”’ he asked 
the man at the door, nodding toward the 
chain. 

“Well,” the man answered, “‘I can't 
abide either drunks or women in my back 
room, and if I don’t keep this watch they 
slam right in like they owned the place.’ 

“Then it isn’t because you're afraid of 
eo? ge " he was asked. 

“Oh, no,” the man answered with a 
happy smile, ‘they don’t bother us any.” 

hen the voter happened to run into a 
man who has had occasion to study the 
excise situation with some care. This 
expert explained that the mere vision of 
a barkeeper peg | beer on a Sunday 
afternoon was no indication that the law 
was being violated. The pace might, 
and probably would, have a hotel license, 
which would permit the dispensing of the 
drinks in the rear room, provided food 
were servei at the same table, Of course, 
he said, the grimy sandwiches are not 
really served with the beer, but it is 
difficult to convince the Court of Special 
Sessions of that. He characterized the 
selling of beer in the back room, even 
where the sandwich. is present, as a vio- 
lation where the waiter says nothing 
about the food and where the patron asks 
for none. As to the places where the ta- 
bles were innocent of food, and you just 
asked for your beer and got it, that was 
an unquestioned violation, said the ex- 
pert. he voter exulted in the realization 
that he had seen and shared in at least 
two real violations of the excise law in 
one hour. 

The expert told him that, rdless of 
the police activity, or lack of it, the con- 
viction of excise violaters is no easy mat- 
ter, with the saw as it stands, and the 
courts as they are minded. One com- 
plexity rises from the fact that it is not 
easy to find out just what is included in 
the a lerangy covered by a license. If 
the liquor is sold in the rear room and 
the license includes only the bar, a com- 
—_— brought for selling on Sunday on 
icensed premises is faulty. It ought to 
be pene on the ground that the 
drink was sold without any license at all. 

When the voter reaches home, after his 
hour’s walk, he remembered that he had 
seen a lot of beer sold, and that he had 
not found any difficulty in buying all he 
wanted. He knew that the untempting 
sandwiches — be called meals for the 
purposes of lit peton. and that they had 
deep legal significance, But then, he had 
seen beer sold without any sandwiches 
in sight. He was just about to telephone 
the Mayor and arrange to have the $10 
mailed from City Hall this morning, when 
he read the letter again and found that 
the chief sentence gave him pause. 

“I will give $10 for evidence of traffic 
in Mquor on Sunday in any barroom,”’ was 
the Mayor's proposition. 

He had seen baikeepers in barrooms, 
and ho had seen traffic in liquor, but he 
had not secn “evidence of traffic in 
liquor on Sunday in any barroom.”’ How- 
ever, he had had five beers, and he said 
he had had a very pleasant hour, and he 
didn’t care much about the $10 anyway.
